Total Up to Sept. 15 Includes Dead, Wound- 


ed, Missing — Refutes Nazi Claim of 


8000 to 10,000 Killed Sept. 14.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25 (AP).— 
The War Department reported to- 
day that American casulaties at 


Salerno up to and: including Sept. 
15 totalled 3497 killed, .wounded 


and miasing. 

The announcements nated this 
period includes “Sept, 14, the date 
of the German announcement that 
8000 to 10,000 American soldiers 
had been killed” and “an equal 
number captured.” 

The period covered by the re- 
port includes - the time during 


which the Germans made their 
counterattacks on the Allied beach- 
heads: On Sept. 16 Allied forces 
took the initiative. 

The killed, wounded and missing 
were not itemized in the report. 

Covering approximately a week, 
it compared with American losses 
of 7445 killed, wounded and miss- 
ing in. the 38-day Sicilian cam- 
paign. President Roosevelt gave 
this figure. in saying that the total 
American, British and Canadian 
casualties in Sicily were 31,158.

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GERMANS ROOTED 
QUT OF MOUNTAIN 


Eighth Army Advances 
Up Adriatic Coast With- 
out Opposition—French 
Planes Using. Corsica 
Bases.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, Sept. 25 (AP).— 
American and _ British ground 
forces smashed their way to-the 
mountain tops guarding the smoke- 
filled plain of Naples, headquar- 
ters announced today, as Allied air- 


men took a growing. toll of German 
troops attempting to flee by plane 
from Corsica to Italy. 

The American Fifth Army 
pressed its onslaught day and night 
against the strong German moun- 
tain defense line. The total of 
Nazi prisoners taken since Lt. Gen. 
Mark W. Clark's forces landed at 
Salerno rose to well over 2000. 

The going was slow for the Allied 

ers, who sweated” tip steep 
hillsides with mules carrying guns 
and ammunition were neither 
trucks nor tanks could travel. 

But the soldiers who toiled on, 
rooting out German strongholds as 
they went, had the satisfaction of 
looking down from the mountain 
tops today on low country where 
the enemy will lose the defensive 
advantages he now possessed. 

Corsica Situation. 

Nineteen Junkers-52 transport 
planes carrying German personnel 
from Corsica to the mainland were 
shot down yesterday by Allied 
fighter _ squadrons, which had 
downed at least seven such craft 
the previous day. 

At least a dozen more of the 
heavily-laden transports were dam- 
aged in the past two days as Royal 
Air Force Beaufighters kept up a 
vigilant patrol over the route be- 
tween Corsica and the mainland. 

Trapped in the northeast corner 
of the island by French troops, 
patriots and Américan Rangers, the 
Germans were attempting to escape 
to the mainland, but were being 
blasted out of the air just as they 
were in similar attempts to evacu- 
ate Tunisia and Sicily. 

New Landing on Corsica. 

A French communique said in- 
creasing numbers of French troops 
had landed on Corsica and were 
co-operating with the patriots and 
Americans in exerting heavy pres- 
sure on the Germans. “The com- 
bined action of Allied bomber and 
naval forces is rendering their 
evacuation very precarious,” the 
communique said.

WFA Wants Money to 
Keep Prices Down—65-| 
Million Aid for Dairy- 
men Starts Oct. 1. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 25 (AP).— 
The Administration was disclosed 
today to be seeking a billion-dollar 
fund to finance a 1944 “all-out” 
food program through price-sup- 
porting crop loans and subsidies 
designed to guarantee farmers 
prices which would encourage 
maximum. output, 

A highly placed official said that 
Administrator Marvin Jones ‘plans 
to go before the Senate and House 
Banking Committees next week 
with a request that the War Food 
Administration be given authority 
to proceed with a program which 
would use subsidies to avert in- 


creases in consumer food prices. 
The request will be made in the 
face of the fact that members of 
the Senate Banking and Agricul- 
ture committees told Jones at a 
recent hearing that they believed 
Congress was overwhelmingly op- 
posed to the use of subsidies to 
avoid increases in consumer prices. 
Roosevelt Stands On Program. 
Although earlier today there 
were indications that Administra- 
tion leaders in Congress hoped to 
head off an open fight over sub- 
sidies, the decision to ask for ad- 
ditional funds indicated that Pres- 
ident Roosevelt and his economic 
advisers have decided to stand firm 
on—and fight for, if necessary— 
the Administration’s present anti- 
inflation program designed to sta- 
bilize prices, in so far as possible, 
at the September, 1942, level. 
Further evidence to this effect is 
provided by a WFA announcement 
today of an emergency 65 million 
dollar milk subsidy program to go 
into effect Oct. 1, for a three- 
month period. Milk producers will 


be paid subsidies ranging from 25 | 


to 50 cents per hundred pounds of 
milk marketed. These payments 
are intended to compensate dairy~ 
men for increases in dairy feed 
prices since September, 1942. 

In announcing the milk subsidy, 
the WFA said dairy production 
was endangered unless returns to 
milk producers were increased. 

Jones intends to ask Congress 
for legislation which would extend 
the life of the WFA’s bank, ‘the 
Commodity Credit Corporation, 18 
months; increase its borrowing

MARSHALL KEEP STAFF POST, 


World War Commander Disclosed to Have 
Made Personal Plea—Belief General Will 
Retain Title Even if Sent Abroad. 


By MARQUIS W. CHILDS 
A Washington Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch, 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—Gen. 


John J. Pershing, venerable. com- 
mander-in-chief of the American 


‘armies in France in World War I, 


has gone personally to President 
Roosevelt to ask that Gen. George 
C. Marshall be retained in his post 
as Chief of Staff in direct contact 
with all the theaters of this global 
war. 

The Post-Dispatch learned this 
fact from a source close to both 
Marshall and Pershing. The pres- 
ent Chief of Staff is a protege of 
the ‘man who led America’s expedi- 
tionary forces in the last World 
War. Pershing knows all too well 
the trials and tribulations of rank 
and authority as delegated from 
Washington, - 

Marshall’s collaboratofs in the 
Army and the Navy reluctantly 
were conceding today that the man 
they recognize as chief will in all 
probability shortly be sent over- 
seas, But they believe he will go 
with the rank of Chief of Staff, 
even though it may take an act of 
Congress to make this possible. 
The last is a minor victory which 
they take as some compensation 
for their failure to prevent the 
transfer of America’s No. 1 mili- 
tary man to a single theater of 
the war. 

Sir John Dill to Go Also, 

Meanwhile, it was learned here 
that Marshall’s opposite number 
on the Combined Chiefs of Staff— 
Field Marshal Sir John Dill—will 
go to London with Marshall when 
he ig transferred. Verifying this, 
British officers added, “if Mar- 
shall goes to England.” The issue, 
these Britishers say, is not finally 
decided, 

In Washington for more than two 
years, Dill has worked very close- 
ly with Marshall. Between the two 
men, utterly dissimilar in type, a 
strong friendship has grown up. 
Dill is quiet, gentle spoken, re- 
served. Marshall is crisp, incisive, 
but, like his British opposite, self- 
contained.

Engrossed in Present Job. 

The Chief of Staff is continuing 
work at his big job as though 
there had never been the slightest 
suggestion he might shortly be 
taken out of it. The problem of 
man power within the armed 
forces is occupying much of his 
time. He feels that his presenta- 
tion of the man-power case is so 
imperative that Congress inevita- 
bly must agree with him, but he 
is wasting no time in making im- 
portant moves which will conserve 
man power within the armed 
forces. 


What had been perfectly clear to 
him for a long time, but what 
many unfamiliar witn the nature 
of war have failed to realize, is 
that the occupation of new terri- 
tory makes ever increasing new 
demands on man power. These 
territories must be held, antiair- 
craft guns must be constantly 
manned, the civilian population 
must be sorted out as between 
loyal and disloyal. A thousand and 
one tasks take the time and ener- 
gy of men in uniform. 


Anti-Roosevelt forces continued 
to make political use of the Mar- 
shall transfer.

Roslav!l Also Occupied— 
Soviet Forces Advance 
Rapidly on Dnieper. 
opetrovsk, Kremenchug 
and Gomel.

LONDON, Sept. 25 (AP).—Smo- 
lensk, greatest prize on the Rus- 
sian front, fell today to the com- 
bined flanking and frontal assault 
of the Red Army in a terrific, 
avenging charge that sent the 
Nazis reeling back toward Poland 
Over the unmarked graves of Na- 
poleon’s retreat. 

The capture of that great bas- 
tion on the central sector was an- 
nounced tonight by Premier Mar- 
shal Joseph Stalin In a triumphant 
order of the day in which he 
termed Smolensk “the most im- 
portant strategic center of German 
defenses in the western direction.” 

Stalin also announced the fall of 


Roslavl, heavily fortified rail town 
between Smolensk:and Bryansk, 
where he said the Nazi defenses 
broke after two days of fierce en- 
gagements. 

The capture of Smolensk, which 
the Germans had held since 24 
days after their June 22, 1941, at- 
tack on Russia, came even as on- 
rushing Red forces battled their 
way headon into the east Dnieper 
bank suburbs of Kiev, capital of 
the Ukraine. 

Battles for Bridgeheads., . 

Dispatches from Moscow tonight 
said Russian troops were fighting 
their way across the Dnieper at 
half a dozen points between Smo- 
lensk and Kiev. 

This, the Germans’ darkest day 
in Russia since the tide of con- 
quest turned at Stalingrad last 
winter, was hailed by the roar of 
Moscow’s victory batteries. 

This time the Soviet capital 
echoed to the salvoes of 224 guns—~ 
100 guns more than were touched 
off for any previous victory of the 
summer campaign. 

It was Moscow’s greatest hour 
as the Red banner rose again over 
the stronghold from which Adolf 
Hitler himself directed the 1941-42 
winter onslaught which carried his 
armies virtually to the gates of the 
capital. 

Other Russian Advances. 

Tonight’s Russian communique, 
recored by the Soviet monitor, 
said the upper Dnieper was forced 
in the capture of Smolensk. The 
stream at that point is narrow, 
however, and has little of the stra- 
tegic value as a defense barrier it 
attains in the south, 

Other advances were announced 
in the south as the Red Army 
thrust its heavy forces into the 
east bank of th. middle and lower 
Dnieper. Petrikovka, 10 miles 
from the river and 23 miles north- 
west of Dnieperopetrovsk, was cap<- 
tured with five other large popu- 
lated places. 

In the Kremenchug sector the 
Russians advanced nine to 13 miles 
to occupy Kobelyaki, 35 miles east 
of Kremenchug and 21 miles east 
of the Dnieper. 

Another Soviet column captured 
Brovari, only 10 miles east of Kiev, 
and the pace of this advance was 
so rapid that Moscow soon may 
celebrate another victory almost ag 
important strategically and senti- 
mentally as the capture of Smo- 
lensk. :

NEW YORK, Sept. 25 (AP).— 
Prof, Harold Saxe Tuttle of the 
department of education, College 
of the City of New York, today 
released results of a two-year 
study which he said showed Amer- 
ican elementary and junior high 
schools were failing to prepare 
students for the responsibility of 
citizenship. 

In the survey, conducted with 
the help of principals of 50 schools 
throughout the country, 7896 eighth 
grade boys and girls filled out 
questionnaires designed to reveal 
their attitudes toward school, vo- 
cational choice and civic and mor- 
al standards, Dr. Tuttle said. 

“No appreciation of the individ- 
ual’s duties to his country and 
community was evidenced by the 
children,” he said, “and they 
seemed to have no real under- 


standing of the meaning of demo- 
cratic behavior.” 

Describing answers to the ques- 
tionnaire as “very weak morally,” 
Dr, Tuttle reported that 41 per 
cent of the students said they had 
no objection to cheating on ex- 
aminations, and that only 25 per 
cent objected to playing practical 
jokes on others. 

“On the other questions reflect- 
ing civic and moral attitudes,” he 
continued, “the statistics showed 
that devotion to the ideals of 
democratic living and conformity 
to civic standards is low the coun- 
try over. The poorest scores were 
made along the eastern seaboard. 
But nowhere are ideals high 
enough to give much promise for 
the citizenship of the next genera- 
tion.”

FLAG FROM GUADALCANAL 
Is FLOWN AT BOND RALLY 


Marine Wounded on Island Raises 
Tattered Henderson Field 
Banner in New York. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 25 (AP).— 
The tattered American flag which 
flew over Henderson Field dur- 
ing the battle of Guadalcanal was 
raised today on a staff in front of 
the sub-Treasury building during 
a war bond rally which also ob- 
served the one hundred and fifty- 
fourth anniversary of the enact- 
ment of the Bill of Rights. 

Pvt. Dana Babcock of Hunting- 
ton, N. Y., 27-year-old marine who 
was wounded on Guadalcanal, 
raised the flag for its first public 
display since it was brought back 
from the South Pacific. 


Douglas MacArthur announced to- 
day that Australian troops have 
fought their way against Japanese 
opposition across the Bumi River 
within three-quarters of a mile of 
the enemy air and supply depot 
base of Finschhafen,'New Guinea. 

The south shore beachhead was 
firmly established and the Aus- 
tralians drove steadily toward the 
town, which is on the Huon Penin- 
sula only 75 miles from the strate- 
gic Japanese-held island of New 
Britain. Enemy resistance was 
bitter, and progress south of the 
river also has been slowed by dif- 
ficult terrain.

BRINDISI, Italy, Sept. 22 (De- 
layed) (AP).—The Government of 
Marshal Pietro Badoglio seems to 
be moving steadily toward a dec- 
laration of war on the Germans. 

Badoglio in messages broadcast 
from the Government’s radio sta- 
tion at Bari already has called 
on Italians to fight beside the 
British and Americans “in the 
common struggle” to oust the 
Germans from Italian territory. 

The Government’s newspaper, 
Gazzetta de] Mezzogiorno of Bari, 
asserted that Italy in its “new 
resurgence” has “the ;same old 
historic enemy, the Germans, and 
the same old historic friends. 

Soldiers Not Enthusiastic. 

While Italy’s efforts to be ac- 
cepted as an ally and virtually 
one. of the United Nations seems 
to have received some support in 
Washington, London military men 
here, both Americans and British, 
from high officers to privates, are 
unenthusiastic about having the 
Italians as new allies. 

But being soldiers they will, of 
course, accept whatever policy is 
set up by those above. 

I asked Gen. Sir Bernard L. 
Montgomery, who has now all the 
British troops in this part of Italy 
under his Eighth Army command, 
how he regarded the political de- 
velopments and the situation in 
which Italians, though defeated, 
retain wide civil powers in the 
occupied part of their country. 

“T have nothing to do with the 
political situation. I leave that to 
those in charge of those things. 
I am fighting the Germans in 
Italy. We are getting everything 
we want,” he replied. 

Will “Step on Gas.” 

I talked to the General just as 
he was about to address a group 
of the Fifth Corps in the Taranto 
area. Montgomery once command- 
ed the Fifth Corps in England. 
It fought in the Tunisian cam- 
paign as a part of the First Brit- 
ish Army and now has been in- 
corporated into the new and 
greater Eighth Army formed for 
the continental campaign. 

Montgomery told the soldiers 
one reason behind the Eighth 
Army’s unbroken record of suc- 
cess in the past year was moral 
strength derived from being “one 
great big family” in which every- 
one knew everyone else and also 
that every soldier was taken into 
his confidence and told what was 
expected to be achieved before 
each offensive. 

He promised them that they 
would “step on the gas and get 
going,” and added, “it’s us out 
here and what we do that keeps 
the morale high on the home front. 
If the morale at home went down, 
we might well lose the war.” 

Money Difficulties. 

Badoglio last night issued a de- 
cree compelling all tradesmen to 
accept British occupation money. 
Some shops, however, closed their 
doors rather than accept this cur- 
rency. 

Italian shopkeepers show a 
greater willingness to accept 
American occupation money. It 
is issued in pale green bills of 100, 
500 and 1000 lire, looking like ci- 
gar coupons. 

The objection to English money 
seems based mainly on the fact 
that it is issued in shillings and 
pounds, and the Italians find it 
difficult to understand the British 
monetary system.

(German broadcasts estimated 
Allied forces in the Salerno area 
at 16 British and three American 
infantry divisions, two British bri- 
gades, one American “invasion” di- 
vision, two British “invasion” divi- 
sions, two British armored divi- 
sions and one American armored 
division—a total of 26 divisions 
amounting to ;erhaps 350,000 men. 
By “invasion” divisions the Ger- 
mans apparently meant air-borne 
troops.) 

In spite of the advance of sev- 
eral miles made by the Fifth 
Army, a headquarters spokesman 
said the progress was compara- 
tively slow because the terrain was 
perfectly suited to defense. Al- 
though the mountains are unsuited 
for armored warfare, the Germans 
were using small groups of tanks 
to augment their 88-millimeter ar- 
tillery and heavier guns emplaced 
in the hills, 


A military source expressed the 
belief that the hammering from 
the air, combined with the heavy 
pressure of the Allied ground 
forces, would compel the Germans 
to fall back steadily to the next 
natural defensé line above Naples. 

While. medium bombers were 
concentrating on the enemy’s 
evacuation port of Leghorn, Amer- 
ican four - engined Liberators 
smashed at rail yards at Pisa, en- 
countering: neither German fight- 
ers nor antiaircraft fire, 

Mitchells and Marauders pound- 
ed bridges, road junctions and 
highways at Grottaminarda, Mad- 
daloni, Benevento, Avellino, Can- 
cello Mignano and Amorosi in the 
Naples area. Many attacks were 
made on roads around Aversa and 
Torre Annunziata and one group 
of American fighter-bombers de- 
stroyed 22 trucks in a daylight as- 
sault on a large concentration of 
enemy land transport. 

No German fighters were sight- 
ed over the battle area during all 
these operations. Returning flyers 
said a haze covered the entire 
Naples area, apparently from fires 
started in the city by the Germans 
in an effort to destroy everything 
of military value.

BILLION SUBSIDY 
FUND FOR 1944 
WILL BE SOUGHT 


WFA Wants Money to 
Keep Prices Down—465- 
Million Aid for Dairy- 
men Starts Oct. 1. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 25 (AP).— 
The Administration was disclosed 
today to be seeking a billion-dollar 
fund to finance a 1944 “all-out” 
food program through price-sup- 
porting crop loans and subsidies 
designed to guarantee farmers 
prices which would encourage 
maximum output. 

A highly placed official said that 
Administrator Marvin Jones plans 
to go before the Senate and House 
Banking Committees next week 
with a request that the War Food 
Administration be given authority 
to proceed with a program which 
would use subsidies to avert in- 
creases in consumer food prices. 

The request will be made in the 
face of the fact that members of 
the Senate Banking and Agricul- 
ture committees told Jones at a 
recent hearing that they believed 
Congress was overwhelmingly op- 
posed to the use of subsidies to 
avoid increases in consumer prices. 

Roosevelt Stands On Program. 

Although earlier today there 
were indications that Administra- 
tion leaders in Congress hoped to 
head off an open fight over sub- 
sidies, the decision to ask for ad- 
ditional funds indicated that Pres- 
ident Roosevelt and hig economic 
advisers have decided to stand firm 
on—and fight for, if necessary— 
the Administration’s present anti- 
inflation program designed to sta- 
bilize prices, in so far as possible, 
at the September, 1942, level. 

Further evidence to this effect is 
provided by a WFA announcement 
today of an emergency 65 million 
dollar milk subsidy program to go 
into effect Oct. 1, for a three- 
month period. Milk producers will 
be paid subsidies ranging from 25 
to 50 cents per hundred pounds of 
milk marketed. These payments 
are intended to compensate dairy- 
men for increases in dairy feed 
prices since September, 1942. 

In announcing the milk subsidy, 
the WFA said dairy production 
was endangered unless returns to 
milk producers were increased, 

What Jones Seeks, 

Jones intends to ask Congress 
for legislation which would extend 
the life of the WFA’s bank, the 
Commodity Credit Corporation, 18 
months; increase its borrowing 
authority 500 million dollars, and 
grant the WFA ‘authority to sell 
government-owned or governmient- 
purchased commodities at a loss. 

The Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion expires Dec, 31 unless extend- 
ed in the meantime. It now has 
or will have by virtue of liquida- 
tion of outstanding crop loans 
slightly more than a half Dillion 
dollars by the end of the year. 
This amount would be added to 
the half billion dollars which 
would be made available under the 
legislation to finance WFA pro- 
grams. However, the money which 
is now or would be available 
through loan liquidations could 
not be used, officials explained, 
unless Congress extends the life of 
the corporation.

Reluctant to discuss his relation- 
ship with De Gaulle, he said “the 
General didn’t even know until 
about a week ago that he had a 
cousin in Corsica,” 

“We have been organizing and 
training for nearly a year against 
the day to strike.

15,000 armed men and boys into 
the field. 

“Our orders were to attack the 
Germans and ignore the Italians. 
The Germans first had 8000 soldiers 
on the island, but these numbers 
rose to 15,000 or 20,000 after their 
evacuation from Sardinia.” 

Boys of 15 Trained. 

The Corsican said the Germang 
and Italians were unable to prevent 
the distribution of arms. 
“Submarines would bring up 15 
tons of guns,”’ he said, “Then each 
group sent men with mules to run 
the guns through the enemy lines 
to the various neighborhoods. We 
had to fight our way through fre- 
quently. That’s how we trained 
boys of 15 and 16 years old to 
fight.” . 

The patriots wore no uniforms, 
but an arm band with a skull and 
crossbones, old favorite Corsican 
symbol. 

But despite radio warnings from 
Algiers, the Germans refused to 
grant the Corsicans the status of 
prisoners of war. Maillot said he

tive,’ Though No Deci- 
sion Has Been Reached 
on His Going.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25 (AP).— 
High importance of the Moscow 
conference on American-British- 
Soviet war and postwar collabora- 
tion appeared increasingly likely 
tonight to result in attendance by 
Secretary of State Cordell Hull. 

While Hull informed reporters 
after a meeting with Ambassador 
William H. Standley and President 
Roosevelt that neither he nor the 
Government had reached the ques- 
tion of whether he would go to 
Moscow, some of Hull’s associates 
termed his presence “imperative.” 

It also appeared possible that a 
new Ambassador would accompany 
the American delegation, since 
Standley intends to resign his post 
without returning. Determined to 
get out of diplomacy, the Admiral 
said good-by to Foreign Commis- 
sar Molotov when he took leave 
of the Soviet capital a few days 
ago. 

Harriman Likely to Get Post. 

W. Averell Harriman, lend-lease 
expediter at London, is expected 
to succeed Standley. He attended 
the conference with Hull and 
Standley which Hull interrupted 
to go to the White House. 

Harriman and others have been 
mentioned for. the leadership of 
the American conference delega- 
tion. Britain will be represented 
by Foreign Secretary Anthony 
Eden, 

An apparent Soviet desire to col- 
laborate with the United States 
and Britain has been reporteti to 
the State Department, and high of- 
ficials have expressed the view 
that the meeting calls for an Amer- 
ican diplomat of Cabinet rank on 
a par with that of Molotov and 
Eden, 

Hull has been described as a 
poor air traveler but Standley’s ap- 
pearance indicated that his trip 
was not uncomfortable and at 71 
he is only a year younger than 
Hull, 

The Moscow conference was an- 
nounced by Prime Minister 
Churchill: as intended to clear the 
way for an agreement among the 
three nations on joint war efforts 
and collaboration after victory. 
Roosevelt and Churchill are seek- 
ing a meeting with Stalin later this 
year to complete an accord. 

Reported Pressure By Japan. 

Importance of the preliminary 
meeting was heightened by a re- 
port that Japan is trying to scare 
the Russians into a separate peace 
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with Germany by implying that the 
Germans intend to make a stand 
on the Dnieper River and seek a 
separate peace with Russia. Other- 
wise, the report ran, they would try 
to negotiate one with the British 
and Americans. 

There is nothing to indicate the 
Russians even are considering the 
rumor, A friendly feeling of the 
Russian people toward the United 
States has been reported to the 
State Department, along with an 
apparent determination to force 
the Germans out of all Russian 
territory. 

Sweeping Soviet successes on the 
war front, meanwhile, indicated 
to some State Department sources 
that the Germans have reached a 
crucial stage and that the length 
of the war likely depends on 
whether they can make successful 
stands on the Dnieper in Russia 
and on the Po in Italy. 

Should the Germans fail to hold 
either line one military expert 
said the German retreat might de- 
velop into a rout, followed by in- 
ternal collapse. On the other hand, 
withdrawal to an inner line about 
the German frontier might stiffen 
the resistance against an invasion 
of Nazi soil.

DETROIT, Sept. 25 (AP).—The 
CIO United Automobile Workers 
made public today a letter ad- 
dressed to President Roosevelt, 
Secretary of War Stimson and 
Senator Truman (Dem.), Missouri, 
asserting that the production rec- 
ord of the Ford-operated Willow 
Run bomber plant was “one of the 
outstanding failures of this war.” 


The letter was signed by Glenn 
R. Brayton, president, and Walter 
Quillico, plant chairman of the 
bomber Local 50, UAW-CIO. 

It asserted the plant was decen- 
tralizing and shifting to other 
plants the manufacture of small 
parts and assemblies while plan- 
ning to make the plant a final 
assembly factory. : 

“It is in the final assembly that 
the company has fallen down,” the 
letter charged. 

It asserted the management was 
constructing an additional large 
building without prospect of ob- 
taining adequate man power, and 
said the company’s labor relations 
policy had retarded production. 

“It is common knowledge,” the 
letter read, “that the company, al- 
most from the start, has been 
shipping a great many ‘knocked 
down’ planes to other plants for 
final assembly just because its own 
final assembly departments can- 
not match the tempo of produc- 
tion set in its manufacturing and 
preliminary assembly departe- 
ments.” 


Brayton and Quillico proposed a 
seyen-point program for the bomb- 
er plant. Among the proposals was 
one that would set up a committee 
representing government, manage- 
ment and labor “to have full re 
sponsibility for the plant's efficient 
operation.” 

The Ford Company made no im- 
mediate comment on the letter.

Sullivan's role as special prosecu- 
tor—Sullivan because, he said, he 
was restricted by the confidential 
relationship between a lawyer and 
his client; Rasch because, he said, 
he had promised to keep the se- 
cret. 

Brown, Owen Deny Hiring Him. 

To the list of those who, by 
their own statements did not em- 
ploy Sullivan, were added last 
night Bev’ Brown and Gully Owen, 
the handbook kings. Owen, speak- 

_ ing for himself and his partner, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter he 
didn’t even know that Sullivan 
had been employed in the matter. 

Brown and Owen were viewed 
as potentially interested in the 
trial because of Newell's reputed 
undercover association with cer- 
tain members of the Police De-. 
partment in the operation * of 
gambling establishments. 

William Poster, business agent 
of AFL Building Laborers and Hod 
Carriers Union, Local 110, who 
pleaded guilty with Newell in 1937 
in United States Court to a charge 
of conspiring to defraud the Gov- 
ernment by forging WPA employ- 
ment cards, told a reporter he had 
no idea as to who engaged Sulli- 
van. Poster and Newell during the 
last few years have been closely’ 
allied on many construction jobs.

Newell's closest pal, Jack Kneas- 
ter Jr.. the oil salesman who prof- 
ited through Newell's insistence 
that contractors doing business 
with the AFL Hoisting Engineers’ 
Union buy their gasoline and oil 
from Kneaster’s firm, said he had 
not engaged Sullivan, and had no 
idea who did. 

William A. O’Connell, secretary 
of the Hoisting Engineers, said the 
union had nothing to do with Sul- 
livan’s employment. 

Contractors who had been sub- 
penaed as defense witnesses to 
tell of Newell's racketeering activ- 
ities, likewise disclaimed any 
knowledge of Sullivan’s employ- 
ment. 

The trial, as has been told, came 
.to an abrupt close when Grass- 
wick changed his plea to guilty 
and accepted a 10-year sentence.

“Every American can become a 
builder of ships,” he said in a 
statement today,."by purchasing an 
extra war bond on Victory Fleet 
Day. ‘That would be.a tribute to 
the men and women in our ship- 
yards, and inspire them to greater 


The first Liberty ship was the 
Patrick Henry, launched at Balti- 
more Sept. 27, 1941. Thirteen other 
ships went down the ways at vari- 
ous shipyards the same day, Since 
then some 2100 other merchant 
ships have been constructed and 
launchings now average five a day. 

Monday’s observance will be car- 
ried out without any interruption 
in production schedules by the 
million workers in 70 shipyards and 
350 allied factories, Many yards 
will launch vessels. 

Pledge for Workers. 

This pledge, to be prominently 
displayed in yards and factories, 
will be signed by the workers: 

“On this Victory Fleet Day, I 
solemnly pledge that I will pour 
into the production of ships for 
victory so full a measure of my 
muscle, mind and money that the 
fighters of our United Nations will 
never lack war materials to blast 
into oblivion the enemies of free 
labor, wherever they may be. 
found.” 

The pledge, the Maritime Com- 
mission said, also will be broadcast 
to the slave labor of Europe “as 
proof that America can outproduce 
any system Hitler has to offer.” 

In a message, Adm. Emory S&S, 
Land, commission chairman, urged 
the: workers to “carry on so that 
your.conscience will tell you at the 
end of the day ‘I’ve done an hon- 
est day’s work; I have delivered a 
telling blow to the Axis; I have 
supported my buddies at the 
front’.” 3 

Text of Statement. 

The text of Roosevelt's state- 
ment: 

“Two years ago on Victory Fleet 
Day, Sept. 27, 1941, the Patrick 
Henry, the first Liberty ship, was 
launched. On that occasion I 
said, ‘We must build more cargo 
ships and still more cargo ships,, 
and we must speed the program 
+ « « as one of the answers to the 
aggressors who would strike at 
our liberty.’ 


“A few weeks later those ag- 
gressors did strike. They chal- 
lenged every Man and woman in 
America to action. Our ship build- 
ers and shipyard workers, shoulder 
to shoulder with our fighting 
forces, accepted that challenge.

It was the last flight for the |= 


Flying Fortress “Dee Zip-Zip.” 
Three of its four motors were out 
of commission; four of its crew 


were dead. Master Sgt. Allen B./|@ 
Huckabee of St. Louis, top turret || 


gunner, was still at his post, but 
the pilot gave the order for the 
surviving crewmen to bail out, 
ending one of the bloodiest air 
battles fought over Sicily. 

Sgt. Huckabee, with 27 wounds, 
jumped and pulled the ripcord. 
He was taken prisoner by the 
Italians, but was released five 
days later when the Allied land- 
ings took place and an American 
sergeant in charge of 16 soldiers 
captured the city of Ragusa, where 
Sgt. Huckabee was in a hospital. 

Now he’s in St. Louis—his chief 
worry how to get some tickets for 
the World Series. His wife, Mrs. 
Ople Mae Huckabee, lives at the 
Evangeline Residence. 

Sgt. Huckabee had come through 
30 other missions without mishap. 
This one, last July 5, was different. 
When the Fortress armada’s fight- 
er escort left it over Sicily, more 
than 100 enemy fighters dove in 
from all sides, 

Other Gunners Killed. 

“I had my top turret firing to 
the front and sides,” he recalled, 
“but in a couple of minutes the tail 
gunner was shot through the stom- 
ach and I had to swing to the rear. 
The tail gunner crawled to the 
waist gunner and helped him load 
until he died, 

“Next our ball turret gunner was 
shot through the side. He died in 
the radio room. Then our right 
waist gunner was killed instantly. 
I looked up to see our No, 4 en- 
gine knocked out. No. 1 was hit 
and stopped. We dropped behind 
our group and the fighters ganged 
up on us, 

“The radio was knocked out; a 
shell exploded ammunition in the 
nose and the navigator and bom- 
bardier had to bail out. That left 
us with ae waist gun and my tur- 
ret guns. I came down for more 
ammunition and found the copilot 
leaning on the pilot, dead. I loaded 
my guns again and had just start- 
ed firing over the tail when a 
bullet smashed my right gun and 
pushed the gun-sight into my face. 

“A 20-millimeter shell went in 
my hip and came out in back and 
exploded behind me, I fired my

left gun until the pilot called me 
on the interphone that we had 
only one engine left and we had 
to bail out.” 

Sgt. Huckabee said he never 
thought he’d get to the ground— 
blood filled his shoes and his face 
and hands were covered with 
blood and oil. When he landed 
he crawled under a tree and was 
picked up shortly by three Italian 
soldiers. In the hospital, the shell 
hole was patched up and 26 pieces 
of flak removed from his body. 

Under Bombing Five Days. 

But that wasn’t the end for Sgt. 
Hucxabee. For five days, until the 
coming of his fellow-Americans, he 
underwent bombing after bombing 
from Allied planes, and crawled 
into the basement so many times 
he finally decided to stay there. 
With the Allied invasion, he was 
evacuated to a hospital in Tunisia 
to recover. 


Two things especially cheered 
him during the long weeks there. 
One was word that a Captain’s 
commission in the Air Forces was 
waiting him—although the commis- 
sion papers still have not reached 
him, The second was word from 
his employer, J. A. Reardon, that 
there was a job for him at the 
Reardon Co. here any time he 
wanted it, regardless of his physi- 
cal condition. 7 


Sgt. Huckabee was production 
manager for the Reardon Co. be- 
fore he enlisted in June, 1942. He 
lived here at 4918 Potomac street. 
During the last war, he was a Ma- 
rine sergeant. At 43, he was one 
of the oldest Americans in combat 
service in this war. He has won 
the Silver Star, Distinguished Fly- 
ing Cross, Air Medal and Purple 
Heart.

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GASOLINE SURPLUS 
IN CENTRAL STATES 
GONE, OIL MEN SAY 


Reduced Ration Essential 
to Maintain Flow to 
Armed Forces, Adver- 
tisement Asserts. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 25 (AP).—The 
Petroleum Industry Committee for 
District 2 declared today “there 
are no longer any gasoline sur- 
pluses in the Central States.” 

“They've all been wiped out. 
Don’t listen to any rumors to the 
contrary—they’re untrue,” the com- 
mittee said in an advertisement in 
Sunday morning newspapers in 16 
Central States. The committee, 
consisting of oil company execue 
tives, is an advisory body to the 
Petroleum Administration for 
War. 

Army Must Be Supplied. 

“Unrestricted flow of gasoline to 
our fighting forces,” the adver- 
tisement said, “is a national ‘must.’ 
Only through gasoline conserva- 
tion can that unrestricted flow be 
insured. That is why the present 
reduced gasoline ration in the 
Central States is essential.” 

The advertisement, listed as hav- 
ing been paid for by oil com- 
panies, was headed: 

“Here's the ‘low-down’ on gaso-- 
line rationing in this area!” 

The committee asserted that 
“the great victories in Africa, in 
Sicily, in Italy would not have 
been possible without ample gaso- 
line and oil supplies.” 

“Nearly one gallon of gasoline 
in every three now produced east 
of the Rockies goes directly for 
fighting. Soon, total war needs 
will jump to nearly four gallons in 
every ten—40 per cent!” 

Crude Oil Stocks Dwindling. 

The committee said that stock of 
crude oil above ground “are fast 
dwindling. Early next year, they 
will approach the danger level.” 
It added that “through no fault of 
the oil industry, production from 
our discovered wells cannot be in- 
creased sufficiently to reverse 
that trend.” 

“Gasoline conservation now is 
the only answer. Unless gasoline 
consumption is reduced at once. oil 
stocks must fall below the level 
necessary to keep an unrestricted 
flow to our fighting men, . . .”

One formula for approaching the 
problem was put forward by Dr.

New Controversy Arises 
Between De Gaulle and 
Giraud After Latter’s 
Return From Corsica... 


By JOSEPH E. DYNAN. 


ALGIERS, Sept. 25 (AP).—The 
French National Committee dis- 
cussed at length today the appoint- 
ment of a civilian War Minister, 
and a reliable informant said that 
action on the appointment, which 
involved a controversy within the 
committee over the Corsican cam- 
paign, was deferred until the next 
session on Monday. 

“It was predicted that Monday’s 
session would see a civilian ap- 
pointment, the committee thus ac- 
ceding to Gen. Charles de Gaulle’s 
demand for civilian supremacy in 
the direction of the broad political 
aspects in the conduct of the war. 

Some forecast the appointment 
would be Adrien Tixier, member 
for labor and social affairs, a one- 
armed veteran of the first World 
War and though a strong De Gaul- 
list, highly regarded by Gen. Henri 
Giraud. 

Giraud, recently returned from 
a flying trip to Corsica, gave the 
committee a report on the situa- 
tion there and left the session an 
hour and a half before its close 
when the committee began discus- 
sion of the appointment of a War 
Minister., He was accompanied by 
Gen. Alphonse George, another 
member of the committee. It is 
understood the two considered 
withdrawal “more tactful.”

committee because the De Gaullists 
were irritated by some of Giraud’s 
reported actions during his two- 
day trip to Corsica. 

When the French National Com- 
mittee of Liberation was formed 
last June Giraud and De Gaulle 
were designated co-chairmen with 
Giraud commander in chief of 
French forces in North and West 
Africa and De Gaulle commander 
in chief of forces in other ‘empire 
territories. This compromise avert- 
ed a disruptive showdown, over 
military authority at the time. 

It is apparent now that the com- 
mittee has decided to_ relieve 
Giraud of his cabinet duties and 
only the identity of his suc“essor 
is undecided.

the hill people still exist much like 

their fathers and grandfathers, 
Deeply Religious, 

The people are deeply religious. 
The family Bibles of many homes 
were brought over from. Great 
Britain with the first settlers and 
some bear the royal crest of Eng- 
land’s greatest families, 

“In our hills people still go to 
camp meetings and have baptising 
down in the creek,” Mahnkey said. 
“They have old-time square dances 


and candy pullings, spelling bees, 


sorghum makings~—and if liquor 
gets any scarcer I wouldn't be sur- 
prised to see some atills going.” 

“Our people are very independ- 
ent. They resent and will fight 
any imposition upon them of the 
will of others against their princi- 
ples and beliefs. They don’t like 
Axis beliefs. 

“From our meager population of 
10,033, more than 1000 boys, half 
of them -volunteers, have gone to 
war.” 

Mahnkey said Taney County 
boys are fighting on all the na- 
tion’s fronts. 

The hill’ people discuss in the 
drawling, quiet way the feat of a 
Taney County boy who, before he 
was killed-in New Guinea this 
summer, accounted for 300 Jap- 
anese, 

For some reason, the Ozarkian 
hates the Japanese much more 
than Germans. 

The Ozark youth is a natural 
marksman, having been trained 
from boyhood. They have shot 
quail and duck on the wing and 
know what it means to “lead” a 
target. They know how to stalk 
a Japanese in the jungle for they 
have stalked deer in the Ozarks. 

“Our boys are not afraid of the 
devil,” Mahnkey said, “They would 
fight a circle saw and give it 
three rounds head start. 

“As an example of fighting spirit 
which prevails in Taney County, 
one old resident said to me, ‘Hell, 
they don’t need any more army. 
They got six of us Bilyeaus in 
there’ and that’s enough.’ 

“Our people don’t talk about the 
four freedoms—but they work and 
save and pray for the day it will 
all be over and the boys can come 
home again, Until then, every day 
is war bond day.”

' CAPRI, Sept. 22 (Delayed) (AP). 
—Young Henry Ringling North is 
having more adventures in the 
Mediterranean as a lieutenant in 
Uncle Sam’s Navy than he ever 
had operating the big top with his 
brother, Jolin Ringling North. 

Two days ago he rescued Tito 
Zaniboni from the island of Ponza 
where he was held as a prisoner 
because of his attempt on the life 
of Mussolini in 1926 

North brought Zaniboni, his 
beauthiful daughter and the Duke 
of Camerini from Ponza to Capri, 
thus saving three of rtaly’s most 
bitter anti-Fascists. 

First on Island. 

as the first American on 
the island of Ponza, which lies 60 
miles north of Capri. He went 
there with a naval task force 10 
days ago to-see if it still was 
German-held. German planes flew 
over the motor launches as they 
sped toward Ponza, but did not 
attack them. 

“We went in about 5 p. m.,” 
North said. “We found the Ger-| 
mans had gone but for some rea- 
son they had not taken Zaniboni 
or the Duke of Camerini with 
them.” 

When Badoglio assumed _ the 
premiership in Italy, Zaniboni was 
released from prison and his 
daughter had come from Rome to 
live with him. 

“When my boat docked IT asked 
if there were any political prisor- 
ers on the island and was told that 
Zaniboni was there,” North said.

He was 40,000 lire in debt 
and, unknown to Zaniboni, was 
desperate for money.

Fascists, He sold out his employer 
for enough money to cover his 
gambling debts and police arrested 
Zaniboni before he could fire a 
shot. ,

Story of Little Wladzio Who Didn’t Cry ‘Be- 
cause a Leader May Not Weep’ —Tragedy 
of Poland’s Young. 


By SIGRID ARNE. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 25 (AP).— 
From Iran comes the story of 
little Wladzio, of Sokal, Poland, a 
10-year-old hero who spurns tears 
because “a leader may not weep.” 

He arrived on the Iranian bor- 
der one-day, barefooted, erect and 
solemn, followed by 50 ragged 
youngsters. He was supporting one 
lad: who had an injured foot. 

Wladzio had brought the little 
band across Russia because he 
had heard the Polish Red Cross in 
Iran would feed the youngsters 
for whom he felt .responsible.

250,000 Scattered Children. 

Today, because of stories like 
Wladzio’s, the Poles of the world 
are kneeling in prayer behind 
locked doors to celebrate a war- 
born holiday, “Polish Children’s 
Day.” 

The Polish Telegraph Agency 
says Poland’s children are scat- 
tered like the children of no 
other nation in history—close to 
250,000 in refugee camps from 
India to Mexico—most of them 
with no knowledge whether their 
parents lived or died. 

So the Poles will pray for the 
180,000 children in the far stretches 
of Siberia; and for the 17,500 chil- 
dren now in refugee schools in 
Iran, who weré permitted to leave 
Russia by a Polish-Soviet agree- 
ment in 1941. 

Some of these 17,500 arrived in 
Iran on foot, some in ox-carts, 
some in American Army trucks 
that had rolled up to the Russian 
border with supplies. 

Most of the children are boys. 
What happened to the girls? Were 
they too frail? No one knows. 

Throughout the Middle East the 
little refugees have joined the 
“Junaks,” the Polish Boy Scouts. 
Polish Red Cross men and women 
bathed them, gave them beds, and 
clothed them in suits that look 
much like the Polish soldiers’ uni- 
form, 

They attend schools in impro- 
vised rooms, sitting on wéoden 
planks, using textbooks now being 
printed in London. It’s been diffi 
cult to find them pencils and 
paper. 

A Maharajah’s Friendship. 

The Polish Government pays for 
their keep ($63,000 a month for 
every 1000 children)—except for 
one group of 5000 in India. Behind 
that group lies a story of inter- 
national friendship, 

*The Maharajah of Newanagar is 
keeping all 5000 Polish children on 
his estate. He built a village for 
them; roads, telephone wires, 


fiwater system. 


Why? Because Paderewski and 
his father were friends. 

The second day after the first 
little refugees arrived, the Maha 
rajah visited the children’s village 
The youngsters sang the Polish 
anthem, ran up a Polish flag, and | 


named the main street for him. | 
They’ve promised that a boulevard | 


in the new Warsaw also will bear 
his name, 

In Iran there are now enough 
schools (from junior college to 
nursery school) to care for the 
children there. Others are s¢cat- 
tered this wise: 1682 in Palestine; 
1952 in Tanganyika, East Africa; 
2018 in Uganda, 500 in Rhodesia. 
There are smaller schools in Eng- 
land, Scotland, Sweden, Algiers 
and Mexico.. 

Starvation in Poland. 

These are the happy children. 
About the children still in Poland, 
the Polish Télegraph Agency, New 
York, gets disheartening reports. 

They are getting only 427 cal- 
ories a day—and it’s generally held 
that 1300 are needed to maintain 
health—and this diet goes only to 
children who work for Germans, 
some of them breaking rocks for 
German fortifications. 

This is the diet they get each 
day: Six potatoes for breakfast; 
cold coffee and a slice of bread 
for lunch, and a weak soup of 
beets and carrots for dinner. 

At that the children have en- 
gaged in sabotage. In a mass 
grave at Pomorze, the agency says, 
lie the bodies of 100 Boy Scouts, 
executed because they resisted the 
Germans.

Synthetic rubber and 
plastics will be used, the War 
Production Board said today, 
to offset what it called a seri- 
ous shortage in sole leather, 
Seventeen million pairs of shoes 
with rubber soles will be made 
the last three months of this 
year. 

Even that won't ease entirely 
the shoe scarcity which this 
week prompted the . Office of 
Price Administration, to length- 
en to six months the life of the 
next shoe coupon. WPB said 
if man power were available 
enough synthetic soles could be 
produced to end the shoe scar- 
city since there is plenty of 
leather for uppers. 

The agency attributed the 
shortage of sole leather to short 
marketings of cattle early last 
year.

The financing covered both 
small homes authorized as war 
housing and rental housing proj- 
ects in critical areas, the Institute 
reports.

as against $25,000,000 into rental 
iradelie 

Total FHA mortgages 6f all 
types held by the life companies 
at mid-year aggregate $1,150,000,- 
000, it is estimated, this being 28 
per cent of all FHA loans other 
than property improvement loans. 
Based on the average property 
valuation, these mortgages repre- 
sent housing for more than 1,000,- 
000 persons. 

Life insurance funds have gone 
into FHA financing in increasing 
volume in recent years. Even in 
1942, when war housing largely 
replaced private building, they 
showed a new peak in originations 
of FHA mortgages. 

More than 40 per cent FHA 
mortgage holdings have been add- 
ed in the last two years, and 17 
per cent of all life insurance com- 
pany mortgage holdings now are 
FHA Ioans,

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AIR POWER INDISPENSABLE 
AND FOREMOST, BUT NOT 
ONLY WEAPON FOR VICTORY 


Objective Reappraisal in Light of Lessons of War Shows 
Battles Can’t Be Won Without It—Aviation Does Not 
Take Place of Land and Sea Forces, but Makes Team 
With Them—Tremendous Development of Machines and 
Tactics Predicted for Not Too Remote Future.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25. 


N the vivid phrase of Brig, Gen. Edgar P. Sorenson, chief of Army Air Staff 
Intelligence, ‘‘Air power today is possibly little more advanced than was sea 
power at the time when Phoenician traders began arming their galleys for usc 


in raiding other shores.’’ 


In other words, the colossal bomber of the future will surpass the Flying Fort- 


ress as a 50,000-ton dreadnought towers 


years ago. This belief of professional en- 
thusiasts that military aviation is still in 
swaddling clothes must be taken into account 
ix. any attempt to reappraise the status of 
air power in the light of events since Pearl 
Harbor, in the Pacific, Northwest Africa, 
Sicily, Italy, Germany and occupied Europe. 


Whatever the case may he in years to 
come, at present every strategic and in- 
dustrial plan in the world, on both sides 
of the conflict, rests on a presumption 
that air power is incapable of winning 
the war single-handed. 

This despite a dramatic uprush of tri- 
umphs, astounding to friend and foe alike, 
which in a short time have compelled recog- 
nition of air power as perhaps foremost 
among the decisive elements of modern bat- 
tle, on land as well as sea. 


Crushing air supremacy in Tunisia forced: 


the surrender of a crack German army, 
though German morale continued high and 
food and ammunition were abundant. Ata 
cost of 13 lives, American planes, in the Bis- 
marck Sea, destroyed every ship of a Japa- 
nese fleet of 22 vessels, which carried 15,000 
men to the bottom. Flung profusely into 
the balance, aviation turned the scales at 
Salerno, and rescued the British-American 
Fifth Army from the tragedy of a second 
Dieppe. 

Thus it has come to be regarded as 
an axiom that no ground or naval vic- 
tory is possible without command of the 
air. Progressive occupation of air bases 
is frankly acknowledged to be the lead- 
ing motive of land and sea advances in | 
the South Pacific, and of the assault 
upon Italy's mainland. 


Since the Battle of Midway, in which the 
hostile surface squadrons were never iess 
than 100 miles apart, and in which Ameri- 
can aviation met and repulsed unaided 
Japan's most perilous invasion threat of the 
war, even “brass hat’’ admirals have con- 
fessed that the center of gravity has shifted 
from the battleship to the aircraft carrier. 


27 U-Boats Sunk From Air, 
Only Two by Surface Craft. 


What the Navy Department considers one 
of its most significant disclosures since Pear] 
Harbor was an announcement Sept. 7 that 
out of 29 German submarines known to have 
been destroyed by United States Army and 
Navy forces during last May, June and July, 
only two were sunk by surface vessels while 
27 were dispatched by aircraft. Some of 
these aircraft were long-range bombers and 
some fighters and torpedo planes carried by 
“baby flat-tops” which are now serving as 
escorts for supply and troop convoys. 

Navy spokesmen ascribe the current re- 
pulse of submarine assaults, not to radar 
developments or new “‘secret’’ weapons and 
detectors, but to a change of tactics in avi- 
ation. A gap of 500 miles in the center of 
the North Atlantic which land-based planes 
could not reach was closed by merchant 
ships converted into carriers. Incessant 
patrols of their planes compelled U-boats in 
the area to remain submerged, thus disarm- 
ing the wolf packs of their principal weapon 
against convoys, superior surface speed. 

The four-month Iyli described by Prime 
Minister Churchill in his address before the 
House of Commons Tuesday, during which 
not a single Allied merchant vessel was lost 
- in the North Atlantic through enemy action, 
is imputed by naval authorities to a general 
withdrawal of U-boats to home ports for 
the purpose of arming them heavily with 
anti-aircraft cannon. 
last beginning to reappear—Churchill re 
vealed that as he spoke a convoy was under 
attack—but the Navy gives assurance that 
it is prepared to cope with Germany's new 
plan for its submarines to shoot it out on 
the surface with Allied aircraft, 

There is no longer a disposition to scoff at 
men like Air Marshal Harris in Great Britain 
and Gen. Arnold in the United States when 
they assert that with an air force ten or 
twenty times more powerful they could knock 
Germany out of the war this year through 
long-range bombardment of the Reich's war 


The U-boats are at. 


above the frail, oar-driven bark of 3200 
plants and communicatiuns. Accepted as 
“possibly sound” is the contention that vic- 
tory would have been more rapid and less 
costly if American industry had concentrated 
on aircraft the output lavished on tanks and 
battlesHips. 

But the controlling view is that that 
mistake, if it was a mistake, has been 
made; and the only realistic prospect is 
that of attacking the European citadel 
with hard and bloody ground operations, 
employing air power, of course, as a 
prime constituent. 

In fact, there are men of high places in the 
War Department who maintain that the 
“Billy Mitchell group’ now sovereign in the 
Army Air Forces is so, obsessed with the 
traditional American theory of ‘‘strategic”’ 
bombing that “‘tactical’’ training has been 
dangerously neglected in the military estab- 
lishment as a whole. The classic example of 
tactical training is the German air-ground 
team which overran continental Europe. 


Swingback to Training 
In Tactics Urged by Some. 


Fear is often expressed that American 


‘Army aviation may be quite as unbalanced, 


in the opposite direction, as the Luftwaffe 
proved to be when the German ground- 
minded fleet undertook the “strategic’’ er- 
rand of conquering Britain from the skies. 
Without minimizing the importance of long- 
range bombardment, many officers believe 
that, with Europe’s invasion, the time is 
overdue for swinging back air instruction to 
the blitzkrieg tactics of 1939. 


The change would be a matter of training 
rather than equipment. As is believed to be 
untrue of Germany, American industry has 
ample resources for supplying both programs 
—the fighter planes and attack bombers nec- 
essary for air-ground partnership, as well as 
four-engine craft and long-distance intercep- 
tors required by “‘strategic’’ operations. 


It is a matter of record that three years 
elapsed, following the conquest of Po- 
land, before this country made the earliest 
beginnings toward development of ground-air 
teamwork. 


The Army has about discarded the dive- 
bomber, which has turned out to be easy 
prey for swift pursuit ships, but has found 
nothing better for close in-fighting against 
land troops than the fleet, agile and murder- 
ous A-20 Douglas Havoc attack bomber, 


In the North American P-51-B Mustang, 
a fast and rugged craft of newest model, the 
air staff believes it possesses the most effi- 
cient of all “‘tactical’’ pursuit ships. 

The Navy’s Grumman Hellcat, successor of 
the famous Wildcat, made its debut in the 
raid on Marcus Island and was pronounced 
to be the best carrier-borne fighter plane in 
the world. 

For heavier jobs, the Navy is using today 
the Chance-Vought Corsair, also a carrier- 
borne fighter, with a record of losses that is 
surprisingly small. It is stoutly armed and 
armored, and is driven by a 2000-horsepower 
motor. 

A modern torpedo bomber, the Grumman 
Avenger, taking the place of the Douglas 
Devastator, had its baptism of fire at Mid- 
way. 

For a standard dive bomber, the fleet has 
retained the Douglas Dauntless. 


12 of Largest Carriers 
By the End of This Year. 


By the end of this year, the Navy~will have 
in service 12 aircraft carriers of the largest 
type, pravided for defense with a veritable 
thicket of anti-aircraft guns; a considerable 
fleet of medium carriers, mostly converted 
cruisers; and a throng of light ‘“‘baby flat- 
tops.’”” All are equipped with Wildcat, Hell- 
cat or Corsair fighters and Avenger torpedo 
planes. 

Most of the four-engine Consolidated Coro- 
nado flying boats have been relegated to 
transport service, and replaced, for long- 
distance work, with a naval version of the 
Army’s B-24 Liberator.

The famous two-engine Consolidated Cata- 
lina patrol plane, though relatively slow 
and clumsy, has been kept because of its 
versatility as a general purpose craft. It 
was a ship of this type which scouted the 
German dreadnought Bismarck. It has been 
employed in reconnaissance, rescue and anti- 
submarine work, and in the Aleutians was 
made to fugction as a dive bomber. Two 
types are in service—a flying-boat and a 
shore-based amphibian. 

A report issued by the Navy Department 
Sept. 19 stated that its air strength had 
multiplied more than tenfold, from 1744 to 
18,269 planes, since July 1, 1940. 

That American production of aircraft has 
totaled 125,000 since May, 1940, was re- 
vealed by President Roosevelt in his Sept. 
17 message to Congress. 

A subtraction of the naval allotment 
leaves 106,731 planes, a large proportion .of

Achievement and Promise 

Greatest in Strategic Field. 

But it is in the field of “‘strategic’’ avia- 
tion, the particular bailiwick of American 
air power, that the most spectacular achieve- 
ments and promises are to be encountered. 
In the Lockheed Lightning and. Republic 
Thunderbolt, the Army Air Forces possess 
two long-distance fighters which, with im- 
provements now in hand, will be able to 
escort Liberators and Fortresses all the 
way on their longest missions. 

Demolitions like that of Hamburg 
will be -looked on as child’s play, it is 
predicted, in comparison with the havoc 
to be wrought by new Boeing super- 
bombers, expected to come into general 
service at no remote date. Unofficial 
claims embrace a ceiling beyond the 
reach of any known antiaircraft cannon 
and a height in the sub-stratosphere 
where no present single-seat pursuit can 
carry enough oxygen to survive; a 
range making possible nonstop flights 
over the North Pole from the United 
States to Germany and return; and a 
bomb-load capacity excelling that of the 
British Lancasters. 

Even these giants are dwarfed by 
models already in experimental ‘con- 
struction. The next three or four 
years, it is prophesied, will witness 
bombers of an entirely novel design, 
commanding altitudes above 50,000 
feet, a non-stop range equaling the 
globe’s circumference and a carrying 
capacity reckoned in terms of carloads.

Pantelleria was reduced to impotence by 
bombers, but the actual seizure had to be 
accomplished by ground detachments. The 
German conquest of Crete, heralded as a 
triumph of air power, was actually achieved 
by infantry—that is, paratroops and air- 
borne soldiers, who happened to travel by 
plane instead of by railroad or maritime 
vessels. 


Air Power Can’t Fight at All 
Without Bases and Protection. 


Air power cannot fight at all unless it has 
adequate surface bases, supplied and pro- 
tected by land or sea forces, 

If air power still has a long distance to 
go in strategy and tactics, it is most back- 
ward of all in a third area, logistics. 


This is not surprising, since its function 
as a carrier of troops and supplies has 
arisen only during the present war. Tre- 
mendous strides in that respect have been 
made by the Army and Navy both; and 
the preservation of Australia from conquest 
is generally. imputed to a system of air 
transport which was hastily improvised 
after Pearl Harbor. 


However, the fact remains that, despite | 


its breathless speed, the airplane, as a 
carrier, still lags far behind the lowly 
freight gondola and the humble ocean tramp. 
It cannot do the job of sea power in trans- 
porting large armies across oceans and 
keeping them supplied. By and large, it is 
unable to support its own bases with fuel 
and maintenance equipment. Still in the 
future lies the conveyance of as much as 
one division of troops and their gear by 
means of powered air transports or glider 
planes. 

Air operations may be grievously ham- 
pered by weather and‘fog, as in the Aleu- 
tians; by darkness, as at Salerno; and by 
character of terrain, as in the case of Sicily, 
Kiska and the jungles of New Guinea. 


Striking at night, when there was relative 
immunity from aviation, German armor came 
within an ace of splitting the Salerno bridge- 
head: in two. In the hillsides of Eastern 
Sicily, the Nazis dug caves which were large- 
ly secure against vertical bombing. Bereft 
of air support of their own, they fought suc- 
cessfully until they were at the point of being 
nipped in the pincers of ground forces closing 
in from two sides.

OUR DUTY TO RETURNING SOLDIERS. 


Though there is a temptation to regard it as a 
problem that will confront the nation only on some 
remote morning, demobilization\is already in prog- 
ress, so far as hundreds of American service men 
are concerned. Something like 70 veterans a day 
are applying to the office of the United States Em- 
ployment Service in St. Louis for re-employment. 
What happens to them will be looked upon by serv- 
ice men, all the millions of them, as a preview of 
what they can expect. Our troops abroad have made 
it plain that: their No. 1 postwar concern is just this 
item of job security. 

To do the best we can do for the men who will 
have done their best for their country, we shall need 
a vast program. There will be time enough to bring 
it about only if we apply ourselves to the task every 
minute. A beginning has been made by the Con- 
ference on Postwar Readjustment of Civil and Mili- 
tary Personnel, whose report Congress found waiting 
for it after the summer recess.. 

The conference, organized by the now-defunct 
National Resources Planning Board, proposed a pro- 
gram with the following major elements: Three 
months’ furlough pay; 26 weeks’ unemployment bene- 
fits; tuition and allowances for job education; agri- 
cultural employment; employment in public works; 
and cancellation of war contracts on a gradual basis 
to avoid dumping of workers. 

A gigantic amount of spadework is yet to be 
done to bring these and other ideas into a state 
of preparedness. But it is being attacked in the 
most niggardly way. Congress has abolished the 
NRPB, upon which the planning responsibility had 
been laid by the President. No adequate substitute 
has been set up, though the Senate is making the 
motions of carrying on the work through a 10-mem- 
ber committee on postwar economic policy and plan- 
ning, financed with a pinch-penny appropriation of 
$50,000. 

It will take exceptional intelligence and devo- 
tion on our part to make certain that we do not 
rest with stopgap: measures, but that we discharge 
our deeper debt to return the homecoming soldier to 
society capable of taking his part in it as fully as 
possible, : 

Eight and a half million service men will be pro- 
jected back into civilian life and 6,000,000 former 
war workers will be thrown onto the market to 
compete with them for jobs, the Department of 
Labor estimates. This situation will dwarf condi- 
tions of 25 years ago, for in the First World War 
the United States had only 4,800,000 men under arms 
at peak and industry was nowhere like as highly 
converted to war as it is today. 7 

At present, the soldier seeking a job is assisted 
by the United States Employment Service and by a 
member of his draft board who acts as special rep- 
resentative of discharged men. Excellent as both 
these efforts are, the work is important enough to 
warrant an organization large and specialized enough 
to handle it. What is indicated now is study, to 
determine exactly what is needed to place at the 
immediate disposal of the returning soldier the skill 
of job-placement specialists and the power of com- 
munity opinion. : 

Physical and educational réhabilitation will come 
within the province of the Veterans’ Bureau. Train- 
ing will be needed in many cases, and it may 
prove to be the most vital part of the whole field. 
For many of the wounded, this matter of job educa- 
tion is likely to be as necessary as medical care 
for their physical health. Being busy and’ useful is 
oftentimes the best medicine, 

The states need not wait ‘on the national Gov- 
ernment to do everything, and some of them have 
not waited.

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WHY NOT FORCED SAVINGS? 

Sickliness of the Third War Loan drive, particu- 
larly—to our shame let it be said—in St. Louis and 
St. Louis County, calls for some strong medicine in 
future financing of the war. One specific is forced 
savings. , , 

Secretary of the Treasury Morgenthau now ap- 
pears ready to assume the role of financial physician 
in this respect. Although he had been reluctant to 
advocate measures to compel lending to the Govern- 
ment, the Treasury’s new tax proposal to add 10 
per cent to the 20 per cent withholding levy and 
then return 13 per cent after the war is, in effect, 
a proposal for compulsory savings. 

Last Thursday, day after announcement of that 
proposal, Mr. Morgenthau, by implication, went a 
step farther. He declared that the issue at stake 
in the war bond campaign was whether the Ameri- 
can people wanted “to continue the volunteer plan.” 

If forced savings is at issue—and it appears to 
be—then the people, by their lack of enthusiasm 
in the present campaign, seem to be ready for it. 
Either that or they are unaware of the fact that it 
is an issue. 

We all know, or should know, that the war is fi- 
nanced in two ways, by Government taxation and by 
Government borrowing. There is indication that 
many Congressmen feel that the law of diminishing 
returns is just around the taxation corner. Slow 
progress of the Third War Loan drive says plainly 
that the “volunteer plan” wears no crown' of tri- 
umph. ‘ 

In this community, the drive for $180,675,000 is 
in a rut, fizgzling along toward failure. Nationally 
the goal of 15 billions seems likely to be reached— 
but rather by a mite than a mile, according to pres- 
ent indications. | ut : 

So why not forced savings? Why not forego these 
hectic, hortatory campaigns every few months? After 
all, taxation is “compulsory.” Compulsory savings 
would mean simply that those of us who aren’t do-. 
ing our share in buying bonds would have. to come 
up to scratch. We'd merely be nudged into doing our 
share... And it wouldn't be too painful. The money 
would come back to us, with interest. ;

IVING in a ship in a Navy yard is like 
L living in a house that is being redeco- 

rated, except that the painters and 
paper hangers don’t pack up and. go home 
after an eight-hour day, but are with you 
always, in three shifts, 24 hours a day, and 
the workmen engaged in arc-welding and 
trip-hammering perversely reserve their ac- 
tivities for the hours a ship’s company 
normally devotes to sleep, 


There is little to be said for it, but there 
is, perhaps, no better place than a Navy 
yard to observe in detail the final combin- 
ing of military and civilian effort that 
keeps the nation’s war tools running. No- 
where do Americans in overalls work more 
closely or more directly with citizens in 
uniform, 


A sizable yard, like the one in which our 
subchaser. recently spent some time; repre- 
sents a fair cross-section of industry, from 
foundries to optical shops. Like industry at 
large, it is straining against limitations of 
personnel and material to meet an inex- 
orable military demand. 


A War Poster’s Reminder. 


The proximity of men in uniform, receiv- 
ing service pay and under military disci- 
pline, to civilian workers drawing time and 
a half for overtime and living more or less 
as they please, is one of the reasons why 
a naval officer would rather have his vessel 
set upon by a wolf pack than see her in- 
vaded by shipfitters It is also a reason 
why shop walls about the yard bear posters 
reminding sailors and workers, “We are 
fighting the Japs, not one another.” 


It would be a mistake, however, to as- 
sume that any serious friction between 
naval and civilian personnel arises over 
the difference in pay. The workers’ extra 
money goes.in large part to meet inflated 
living costs in booming shipyard towns. 
Sailors get their living free. 


A subchaser is not a large ship, and it 
didn’t take long for all hands on ours to 
realize (as joiners, electricians, shipfitters 
and machinists, men, boys and women, de- 
scended on us in gangs) that we should 
have to surrender the vessel. So, gathering 
up sleeping gear and ditty bags, we rigged 
an awning over an oil barge moored nearby 


‘and set up housekeeping like a Swiss Fam- 


ily Robinson. 


It’s Hard Lines, Mates. 


The canopied barge offered inadequate 
shelter for the 20-odd of us, but happily it 
rained hard only five or six of the nights 
we were marooned there; and the mos- 
quitoes were really savage only after rain. 
For the rest, the nights were comfortable 
enough when a nearby overhead crane, a 
pile driver and a marine railway happened 
simultaneouagly to be out of operation. By 
day, the late-summer sun shone with bright 
implacability on the stove-like steel deck of 
our barge. 


Contrary to popular conception, a sailor 
in most circumstances is conservative in 
behavior, and our: ship’s company was slow 
to get used to al fresco living in the middle 
of a bustling industrial area. Going to bed 
after dark was easy, but pulling on trousers 
in the morning light was an ordeal for 
young men to whom a woman was a woman 
first and a spot-welder second. 


Ordinarily, nothing is more important 
aboard ship than cleaning and maintenance. 
Shipyard workers, reasonably enough, care 

. 


nothing for this sacred routine, but are 
interested simply in getting their own jobs 
done. And so carpenters, in the immemorial 
manner of their trade, sawed and planed 
away, letting the dust and shavings fall 
where they would, to the anguish of the 
ship’s boatswain faced with the hard al- 
ternatives of keeping his men continually 
cleaning or of leaving his bilges littered 
until the whole job was done. 


Yard painters, scorning the brush as old- 
fashioned, wielded spray guns with aban- 
don, making the crew wish it could have 
had the painting rather than the cleaning 
up to do. With what seemed deliberate 
malice, yard workers defaced carefully 
tended bright work and tracked oil over a 
usually immaculate deck. 


The civilian workers had a few things to 
endure, too. I have seen a joiner foreman 
in apoplectic speechlessness from discover- 
ing a beardless apprentice seaman chipping 
paint from a gun mount with a borrowed 
wood chisel, There was scarcely a shop in 
the yard that had any success in secreting 
its private stock of iced soft drinks from 
sailors too hot and thirsty to walk to 
their own canteens. 


Life Goes on, Somehow. 


But the work in hand went forward on 
schedule. The yard workers made the ship 
exactly what the Navy wanted her to be. 
And the ship’s force, somehow or other, 
whipped her into shape—taut, trim and 
clean ag ever. 

During our stay in the yard, there had 
been feuds aplenty, profane and sudden, 
outbreaks of men uncomfortable and under 
strain. But the night before ®e pulled 
away, the ship’s machinist’s mate went into 
town for beer with one of the erstwhile 
desecrators of his engine room. The joinar 
foreman, forgetting the matter of the chisel, 
came on board to wish us happy sailing. 


It was sunset, time for evening colors. 
The duty section of the watch stiffened to 
attention and saluted. The old workman in 
his overalls stood at attention, too. He 
took off his soiled and sweaty hat of civilian 
straw as the flag came down. 

I couldn’t help wondering at that moment 
how the crews of German patrol boats 
make out when they put in for refitting in 
shipyards where workers are not only 


civilians, but Frenchmen, Dutchmen or Nor- |

How Nazi Spies in Scandinavia 
, ’? “ . 
Prepared the Way for Invasion 


“Duel for the Northiand,”’ by Kurt Singer. (Rebert 

M. McBride & Co., New York.) 

ERE, in a narrative of terror and in- 
trigue, is the story of the espionage duel 
for Scandinavia waged by Russia’s OGPU 
and the Nazi Secret Service. ‘ 

The scene of the first action was in Co 
penhagen, spy center for Northern Europe 
before the Nazis took over Denmark. Here 
the leading figures of the struggle clashed 
—~-Pflugk-Hartung, the polished master spy 
of the Nazis, and Ernst Wollweber, crafty 
German Socialist, who organized the OGPU 
in Scandinavia. 

As early as 1933, Pflugk-Hartung began 
the work of preparing Denmark and Nor 
way for the coming invasions. He construct- 
ed the greatest harbor spy system in Eu- 
rope, a system which still battles Allied 
shipping. He discovered and recommended 
the notorious Vidkun Quisling, Norway's 
traitor. 

Pitted against Pflugk-Hartung was Ernst 
Wollweber and a group of clever Soviet 
agents, including Jan Valtin, who reported 
part of this story in “Out of the Night.” 
Wollweber’s league of spies for a decade 
waged a ruthless war of sabotage and coun- 
ter-espionage against the Germans. The 
fight still continues in neutral Sweden, and 
underground in Finland and Norway. 

7 - * 

Mr. Singer exposes the real leaders of 
the German secret service, “the greatest 
mass espionage system ever conceived.” The 
brains behind the Nazi spy networks is lit- 
tle-known Adm. Wilhelm Canaris, the super- 
spy and head of all German espionage. Ca- 
naris collected the Nazi file on the hundreds 
of betrayers—the Lavals and Quislings. He 
has at his command a host of agencies, in- 
cluding the foreign division of the Gestapo, 

The organizing genius of the Gestapo, Mr. 
Singer states, is not Heinrich Himmler, but 
Dr. Werner Best. Dr. Best, who pulls the 
strings of the Nazi puppets in Denmark 
and Norway, and Pflugk-Hartung, who leads 
Nazi espionage in the Balkans, are the two 
ablest agents of Canaris. 

Mr. Singer includes many sidelights on 
the war in the North. There is the heroic 
story of the group of men who saved Nor- 
way’s gold, driving a truck convoy for days 
under fire. And there is an enlightening 
chapter on Axel Wenner-Gren, Sweden's 
cannon king and an international power in 
munitions. \ 

This book gives a rather heartening pic- 
ture of Scandinavia. Norway, the author 
feels, is ripe for an Allied invasion. In Nor- 
way, and in all Scandinavia, there is @ 
growing campaign of sabotage and pro 
United Nations sentiment is strong.

When MacArthur said he was 
willing to accept a subordinate 
role, discussion immediately arose 
as to whether the major attack 
against Japan would be made by 
Lord Mountbatten's forces in India 
or those under the Southwest Pa- 
cific command, 


Four Base Areas. 

MacArthur said he favored 
“massive strokes against only 
main strategic objectives” instead 
of “island hopping, with extrava- 
gant losses and slow progress.” 

Thus he brought into the open 
the question that still is up in 

the air—what direction will Al- 
lied strategy follow in order te 
achieve the maximum to 
the enemy at the lowest cost in 
men and materiel? 


Theré are four available base 
areas from which the Allies 
could pivot striking forces 


The Aleutians are somewhat 
more distant from the centers of 
American production and supply 
than Hawaii, but Kiska and even 
Dutch Harbor are much nearer 
than other bases to the heart of 
Japan proper. Aleutian - based 
bombers have already demonstrat- 
ed that they are within the range 
of the Japanese-held Kurile Islands 
but the difficulties of rough and 
foggy weather there have not been 
overcome, 


Distance From Midway. 


It would be a daring commander 
indeed who would venture to lead 
an invasion fleet across 2250 stat- 
ute miles of open seas from Mid- 
way to the main island of Japan. 
Over two-thirds of the distance the 
invasion fleet would not only be 
dependent on carriers for plane 
cover but would be within range 
of enemy planes based on islands. 


The Australian and Indian base 
areas are both distant from Japan 
proper and approximately equi- 
distant from the enemy’s newly 
won sources of vital war materi- 
als. Both areas are approximately 
the same distance from British 
and American sources of supply. 


India, as a base for large-scale 
Operations, has an apparent ad- 
vantage over Australia in that it 
offers a land bridgehead into Jap- 
anese-held East Asia and pos- 
sesses a vast reservoir of native 
fighting and labor power. 


India's land connection with 
Burma threatened to prove a 
weakness last year but now the 
British have made India reason- 
ably secure from invasion. India 
_@till represents definite weak- 
nesses. Chief of these is its native 
population of subject peoples 
among whom discontent is pre- 
vented from open eruption by stern 
repressive measures. 


Adding to this discontent, and 
weakening India’s potential use- 
fulness as an operating base, is 
the country’s chronic lack of food 
sufficient even for the native pop- 
ulace. 

China’s Role. 

Even if these weaknesses could 
be overcome—as they no doubt 
would be if major attention were 
focused there—the chances of 
success of such an undertaking 
should be weighed against basic 
geographical and military facts 
which still are discernible through 
the mental fog generated by the 
very sincerity and urgency of our 
desire to give effective succor to 
long-suffering China. 


All leaders seem to agree that 
we must, to achieve a decisive, 
smashing victory over the Jap- 
anese military machine, make the 
fullest use of Ch bases, her 
man power and above all her un- 
breakable will to fight to victory. 


Heroic exertions might succeed 
in pushing ‘the Allied armies across 
Northern Burma to the Chinese 
border.

There is much to support this 
conception of Australia’s role. The 
commonwealth’s population is a 
mere fraction of India’s but 
Australia’s 7,000,000 people are al- 
most wholly British or of long 
absorbed European stock among 
whom no Fifth Column or dissi- 
dent movement has or is likely to 
make headway. 

This population, though unable 
to provide a combat army large 
enough to launch a major offen- 
sive, is probably as thoroughly 
mobilized for war effort as any 
member of the British common- 
wealth or the United States. 

Unlike India, Australia can feed 
a much larger civilian and mili- 
tary population than she now sup- 
ports. Furthermore her admitted 
weakness in heavy industry and 
lack of certain essential war mate- 
rials can -be overcome by ship- 
ments from abroad over air and 
sea routes which so far have been 
subject to little worse than harass- 
ment. 

From a atrictly military view- 
point it should not be forgotten 
that American and Australian di- 
visions already in the Southwest 
Pacific form the core of a recon- 
quest army 

The Southwest Pacific command, 
moreover, is comprised of a team 
of land, air and amphibious ex- 
perts who aggregate more practical 
experience with our enemy in the 
Pacific than probably all other 
commands together could muster.

The battle of Guadalcanal was _-in 
progress, Terrible losses had been 
suffered by Allied convoys to Rus- 
sia in the Arctic. Italian war craft 
had made a daring hit-and-run 
attack at Gibraltar. The Dieppe 
Commando raid to test the western 
defenses of the Nazi continental 
fortress had cost heavily in life, 
In the Atlantic Nazi U-boats were 
taking a grim toll of Allied ship- 
ping. 

Nevertheless, with another Rus- 
sian winter at hand Hitler elected 
to announce a halt in his eastward 
surge, but only a halt until better 
weather came. He did not Know 
that it was the final halt of his 
attempt to rule the world by force. 


Loss of Smolensk. 

Hitler must have no doubt of 
that now—not with the loss of 
Smolensk, the keystone of Nazi 
defense on the vast 1200-mile battle 
line. 

This latest major achievement of 
the Russian armies opens the door 
to White Russia, to Nazi-occupied 
Latvia, Lithuania and Estonia, and

has lost her war with Russia.

their surprise over the recall of 
the Government's severest critic, 
Lord Beaverbrook, as Lord Privy 
Seal, 

The appointment of Sir John 
Anderson, Lord President of the 
Council since 1941, to be Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer, ig consid- 
ered an excellent choice for a post 
which, in peacetime, was. regarded 
as an automatic nomination as 
successor to the Prime Minister. 

Sir John, 61 years old, an ex- 
perienced civil servant and one- 
time Governor of Bengal, has often 
been spoken of as future leader 
of the conservatives. Although it 
is believed that Churchill's own 
choice of his successor would be 
Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden, 
last night’s appointment brings up 
the possibility that Anderson is 
being groomed for that post. 

The fact that Sir John is in the 
War Cabinet—unlike his predeces- 
sor as custodian of the nation’s 
finances, the late Sir Kingsley 
Wood—gives him an exceptionally 
strong position in the Government. 
Beaverbrook’s Utility Role. 

Lord Beaverbrook’s ,return to 
the Government, after 18 months’ 
absence, revealg again the extent 
of the friendship which Churchill 
holds for the newspaper publisher 
whose criticisms of the Churchill 
Government have never lacked 
vigor. 

Ag Lord Privy Seal, Beaverbrook 
will be something of a general 
utility minister, able, as some of 
his critics are pointing out, to 
wander about at will. 

The Prime Minister’s deep per- 
sona] feeling toward Beaverbrook’ 
has been no secret to those close 
to 10 Downing Street, nor hag the 
fact that Churchill finds Beaver- 
brook a stimulating associate. 

Beaverbrook is expected to as- 
sist Churchill with special admin- 
istrative duties, 

The London Daily Telegraph re- 
calls that Beaverbrook “has been 
at pains to express his variance 
with tr policy of Mr. Churchill's 
government and has severely criti- 
cised the actions of those who will 
now be his colleagues, It is, how- 
ever, always well that even the 
best governments should be pre- 
served from too much compla- 
cency, and Lord Beaverbrook, in 
his capacity of poacher-turned- 
gamekeeper, can be safely trusted 
to keep his colleagues from the 
error of too great a self-satisfac- 
tion.”

At recent ses- 
sions of the Legislature Buford 
apparently has confined his activ- 
itie® to beer and liquor legislation, 
but a few years ago he also was 
lobbyist for fire insurance interests 
and at times was suspected of 
having a hand in the small-loan 
legislative fights, in the interest of 
the small-loan companies. 

Delegates Try to Cash In, 

There are strong indications that 
several delegates who have had 
close personal or legislative ties 
with Buford are attempting to 
capitalize their support of Blake 
by demanding particular commit- 
tee chairmanships. Among them 
are said to be former State Sena- 
tor L. N. Searcy of “governorship 
steal® fame, former State Senator 
Clyde C. Cope of Clayton and Leo 
T. Daniels of Ellington, where the 
Buford family is politically all- 
powerful. Daniels for a number 
of years has been printing clerk 
in the office of the Secretary of 
State. 

While it is not expected that they 
will ask for chairmanships of com- 
mittees regarded as of major im- 
portance in framing a new Consti- 
tution, the report is that Searcy 
is seeking to head the committee 
on Accounts, Employes, Services 
and Supplies, which will supervise 
all purchases and all convention 
jobs. Political manipulation within 
this committee could quickly bring 
the convention into disrepute. 

Buford is also said to be insist- 
ing that Daniels be named to head 
the Committee on Printing, Re- 
porting and Publications, in which 
the exercise of political preferences 
could do damage to convention 
morale. | 

Resentment of Interference. 

Cope is said to have Buford’s 
active support for chairman of the 
Committee on Miscellaneous Pro- 
visions, to which probably will be 
referred all matters affecting the 
brewery and liquor interests and 
many other matters for which no 
special committees are provided. 

There is developing a resentment 
among some delegates that the 
brewery lobbyist should be at- 
tempting to interfere in the con- 
veution organization, and some 
delegates are saying that it might 
result in arousing an adverse feel- 
ing toward the interests he repre- 
sents if Cope should be named. 

At the request of Blake the del- 
egates have submitted their pref- 
erences for committee assignments, 
but these have not been made pub. 
lic officially. A few of the dele 
gates have openly talked of their 
preferences, among them Everett 
Hullverson, St. Louis lawyer, who 
is asking the chairmanship of the 
important committee on Education, 

. 
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although there are four high-type 
educators who “are delegates and 
available for appointment. 

There is a great deal of specu- 
lation among the delegates as to 
who will be chosen for particular 
committees, and some perturbation 
growing out of reports that there 
are differences between the three 
officers who will make the selec- 
tions. One of’ the reports is that 
Nacy, who was among a majority 
of the. Democratic delegates who 


ljopposed Blake’s election to the 


presidency, is not finding every- 
thing harmonious in the confer- 
ences. 
Dispute Over Division. 

Nacy, it is said, took the posi- 
tion that under the convention 
rule for an equal division of the 
chairmanships and 50-50 political 
representation on the committees, 
there should be a political divi- 
sion of the important committees, 
so that one party would not get 
all the important committees and 
the other only the unimportant. 
According to reports there was 
opposition by Blake and McVay 
to dividing the committees in that 
manner, 


After Nacy called a caucus of 
Democratic delegates to discuss 
committee assignments, Blake told 
several delegates that he “would 
not be bound by any caucus.” The 
Democratic caucus then proposed 
that one party be given first choice 
of chairmanships, then the other 
first choice of the remainder, then 
the first the choice of the remain- 
der, and so on, but this also is 
said not to have found favor with 
Blake and McVay. 

The apprehension that there may 
be serious mistakes made in com- 
mittee selections, while real, is 
confined largely to delegates who 
are not personally acquainted with 
Blake and his previous record of 
intellectual integrity and _  inde- 
pendence in activities for improve- 
ments in government. 


Blake consistently has taken the 
position publicly that the conven- 
tion should operate on an entirely 
different plane than that of politi- 
cal party gatherings, where, too 
often, the policy of rewarding 
friends and punishing enemies pre- 
vails. But politically-minded dele- 
gates cannot understand that any 
man can place public service above 
obligations to his supporters. 


Blake has a little black book in 
which he has recorded a carefully 
compiled record of every delegate 
with information which he has told 
friends he considered necessary in 
fitting the right man into the right 
committees, 


The convention, having pro- 
ceeded as far as possible with the 
organization until committees are 
made up, adjourned Wednesday 
night until Tuesday morning to 
give ample time for a careful job 
of selecting the committees. Blake 
said today that it was the expec- 
tation that the work would be 
completed in time for announce- 
ment of the committees Tuesday, 
and that no information regarding 
their personnel would be given out 
until that time. 

Fight Over Expenses Likely. 

A convention fight is brewing 
for Tuesday over the question of 
economy in the conduct of the 
convention affairs. It will come 
when a partial report of the Com- 
mittee on Rules is made. There 
is an element of the convention 
which adheres to the principle of 
“more and better gravy” for the 
political hacks, and it is already 
alert toward loading down the pay- 
roll with excessive employes at 
excessive salaries. 

It was successful last Wednes- 
day in obtaining adoption of a 
report allotting each delegate one 
stenographer or clerk at $8 a day, 
a wage considerably in excess of 
that paid State employes general- 
ly. As a result State departmental 
clerks are flooding delegates with 
applications for jobs. . 

The Rules Committee has under 
consideration a scheme of the 
“gravy” boys that “for the pres- 
ent” there shall be, in addition to 
the principal officers, three assist- 
ant secretaries, a financial clerk, 
two reading clerks, one file clerk, 
two journal clerks, an assistant 
sergeant at arms, a librarian, an 
assistant librarian, two library re- 
search clerks, two messengers, six 
pages, a doorkeeper, six assistant 
doorkeepers and 10 janitors. 

The “for the present” provision 
would leave the door open for 
wide expansion if the clerical com- 
mittee should go under control of 
the patronage seeking group. On 
the basis of the scale of pay of 
these employes “for the present,” 
including the pay of members, 
there would be a convention cost 
of $2026%_ day for payroll alone, 

The Rules Committee will not 
take action on the number and 
pay of employes until Monday 
night. Whatever its decision, there 
is virtually certain to be a fight 


on the floor over the report.

RULE IN GERMANY | 


AFTER THS WAR 


Dr. Friedrich Foerster, 
Exile in U. S., Thinks 
It Only Way to Avert 
Another Conflict. 


By SIGRID ARNE 

NEW YORK, Sept. 25 (AP).—In 
July, 1939, just six weeks before 
Germany invaded Poland, the 
British Foreign Office opened a 
packet sent from Switzerland by 
Dr, Friedrich Foerster, an exiled 

rman teacher and philosopher. 
Inside was a copy of Gen. Halder’s 
final speech of instruction to the 
German officers who were to in- 


vade Poland. It was the blueprint 
for the start of the second WorHd 
War. 

This was the second time 
Foerster had warned of war. Ten 
years before the first World War 
he had told” English and French 
officials of Germany’s rearming. 

Now, at 74, he is living in New 
York, and, unhappily, 
against a third World War. He 
says the way we handle Germany, 
come the peace, will cast the die 
for peace or war in another 25 
years. He has a thesis and a plan. 

Germany Must Be “Deloused.”, 

His thesis is this: There is no 
difference between the Nazis and 
the German people. His country, 
he says, is suffering from mass in- 
fection, national drunkenness—and, 
that it must be “deloused” of its 
militaristic ideas, ! 

Dr. Foerster’s father was dire 
tor of the University of Berlin ob- 
servatory, a man of such interna- 
tional viewpoint that he talked 
constantly against the growing 
German belief that Germans are a 
super people and therefore should 
rule the world. 

The son, Friedrich, studied at the 
university. Half his family were 
Junkers and’ Army officers—he is 
a grand nephew of the old Von 
Moltke — but he sided with his 
father, and humanism. 

He was teaching at the Uni- 
versity of Munich in 1895 when the 
Kaiser made one of those German 
stem-winder speeches, about how 
Germany must conquer France. 
Dr. Foerster wrote a heated reply 
in a paper called “Ethical Culture.” 
He was jailed and forbidden to 
teach for 15 years. So he went to 
Switzerland to teach at the Uni- 
versity of Zurich. He dedicated 
himself to warning other nations 
that Germany meant war. 

In 1914 he was teaching again in 
Munich and again battling the Bis- 
marck tradition. He was fired. 

Fled Ge for Good, 

In 1923, during the republic, he 
was back again in Germany trying 
to convince the German masses 
that their only salvation was to 
drop their belief in force. 

One night an army officer 
warned him to leave the country 
immediately. He fled back to Swit- 
zerland, and he never has returned. 
This was 10 years before Hitler. 

Dr. Foerster traces the German 
drive to conquer the world back 
to 120 years ago and a book “Eu- 
rope and Germany” by Ernst 
Arndt which said, that long ago, 
“Germany needs a military tyrant 
capable of exterminating entire na- 


tions.” 
His Peace Plan. 

Here’s his peace plan for Ger- 
many: 

1, All Nazi Party members, men 
and women, and there are about 
13,000,000 of them, should be de- 
prived for life of the right to vote, 
or to work in education, the press 
or the radio. 

2. Youth organizations should 
continue their work, but their pro- 
grams should be concentrated on 
how to build instead of destroy. 
They might rebuild their own 
schoolhouses, or the town hospital. 

3. Germany must be dismem- 
bered. But the process should not 
be imposed from without. Each 
state should vote. He has good in- 
formation that Bavaria right now 
would vote 80 per cent for separa- 
tion from Prussia. He thinks the 
Rhinelands would follow. That 
would result in five or six regional 
districts, one being a greatly di- 
minished Prussia. 

4. The victims of Germany 
should be the first to receive help. 
But there is one German group 
he hopes will get food “without 
discrimination”—the children less 
than 16 years of age. 

5. There must be a rigid military 
control over Germany, and this 
control must 6e imposed, regard- 
less of whether Gerniany is beaten 
down or blows up from within. 

He thinks the military occupa- 
tion must last until an entire new 
generation has grown up because 
 esdggpayd must be disinfected 

om a whole century of propa- 
ganda.” 

Re-educating Germany. 

He believes there is no organi- 
zation in Germany which can be 
trusted to remake the country into 
a reliable world partner. But there 
is a small group which will have 
to be found (maybe in concentra- 
tion camps) who can start the re- 
education. But they will have to 
be protected by the Allied military 
control, 

And how to re-educate? He 
chuckles: ‘There must probably be 
a second ‘burning of the books.’ 
The Nazi books, this time.” 

This country must help to pre- 
pare the new texts—he {is now 
writing one to re-educate German 


teachers ~— and these books must’ 


tell the real causes of both wars, 
and fill in all the information the 
Germans have not had during the 
Nazi regime: the news the Allied 
world knew as it happened. ‘ ‘

ports of Americans from the 
various listening posts in the neu- 
tral countries of , Switzerland, 
Sweden, Holland and Denmark, be- 
tween January and November, 
1918. These dispatches, secret of 
course at the time, have been 
printed by the State Department 
in. red-bound volumes,’ “Foreign 
Relations of the United States, 
1918, Supplement 1, the World 
War.” 

Interesting reports were received 
from Hugh R. Wilson, then secre- 
tary of the United States legation 
in Switzerland, who seemingly by 
sheer chance had the effective aid 
of Professor George D, Herron, 
an American temporarily living in 
Geneva, who thé Germans, Aus- 
trians and Bulgarians thought was 
an intimate friend of President 
Wilson because he had written 
books and articles about the Amer- 
ican chief executive, Through him 
they tried to establish secret com- 
munications with the White House. 

Professor Herron, acting “unof- 
ficially,” but under the guidance 
of the State Department, had 
many conversations with liberal 
Germans and Austrians and was 
able to find out the peace senti- 
ment in Germany and the Austro- 
Hungarian empire. Other Ameri- 
can embassies and legations had 
their official and unofficial agents 
supplying similar information, all 
of which was treated warily in 
Washington because officials be- 
lieved the peace feelers were part 
of a plot to separate us from the 
British and the French, or, to give 
Germany more time to prepare for 
military action. 

More Specific Proposals, 


As the months went on, however, 
the proposals from dAustria be- 
came more specific, but Ambassa- 
dor Page in London reported that 
the British were convinced that the 
Austrian peace offers had the con- 
nivance of the Germans. 

In June, when the German of- 
fensive was at its peak, P. A. 
Stovall, United States Minister to 
Switzerland, reported that Prof. 
Herron had talked with a Doctor 
de Fiori, identified as a former 
correspondent of Vienna Neue 
Freie Presse, but had subsequently 
been informed that De Fiori was 
“one of Ludendorff'’s most intel- 
ligent agents,” so trusted that he 
could pass freely over the German 
frontiers without visas. Her- 
ron’s informant was a Bavarian 
who reported that Di Fiori was the 
first of a series of agents Luden- 
dorff would send, among them 
very prominent men, “to prepare 
the way for a concillatory peace 
in case offensive in France not 
successful,” The informant added 
that “if America holds firm, a 
crash is coming in Germany be- 
fore many months.” 

After the German defeats in 
early August, the American diplo- 
mats in neutral countries con- 
sistently reported a breaking 
down of German civilian morale, 
and instructions went out from 
Washington to give no encourage- 
ment to the German and Austrian 
agents putting out peace feelers. 

Bulgaria’s Surrender. 

Direct negotiations were not far 
away, and on Sept, 16, the Swedish 
Minister to the United States 
transmitted to Secretary of State 
Lansing a proposal by the Im- 
perial and Royal Government of 
Austria-Hungary to the govern- 
ments of all belligerent* states to 
send delegates to a confidential 
and unbinding discussion on the 
basic principles for the conclusion 
of peace. President Wilson turned 
down this proposal the same day it 
was received. 

Bulgaria, however, was the first 
of the Central Powers to sue for 
peace. The United States’ was not 
at war with Bulgaria and on Sept. 
27 President Wilson was asked to 
use his influence with his Allies to 
stop the bloodshed. The President 
replied that he was willing to urge 
an armistice if the Bulgarian Gov- 
ernment« would authorize him to 
say that the conditions of the 
armistice would be left for his 
decision. The Bulgarian Army 
surrendered to the Allies on Sept. 
29

for peace on the basis of the Four- 
teen Points and the President's 
later addresses. By this time the 
Kaiser, Ludendorff and MHinden- 
burg knew that Germany could 
not win. Hertling had resigned as 
Chancellor and was succeeded by 
Prince Max of Baden. 

On Oct. 1, Ludendorff had urged 
haste on Prince Max, who was 
unaware of the military situation. 

“Today,” wrote Ludendorff, “the 
troops are holding their own; what 
may happen tomorrow cannot be 
foreseen. . . . The line might be 
broken at any moment and then 
our proposal would come at the 
most unfavorable time. . . . Our 
proposal must be forwarded im- 
mediately from Berne to Wash- 
ington. The army could not wait 
48 hours longer.” 

Prince Max was not satisfied 
and on Oct. 3 submitted a ques- 
tionnaire to Hindenburg, who re- 
plied: 

“The situation is daily growing 
more acute and may force the 
supreme army command to very 
serious decisions. Under these 
circumstances it is imperative to 
bring the struggle to an end in 
order to spare the German people 
and their allies useless sacrifice. 
Every day’s delay costs the lives 
of thousands of brave soldiers.” 

This prevented Prince Max from 
releasing a “trial balloon” he had 
planned for the next day in a 
Reichstag speech, which would 
have prepared the German people 
for what was in store. His plan 
had been to ask for a eonference, 
as the Austrians had done, and 
not to appeal to President Wilson 
for an armistice. 

Wilson Not Deceived. 

The note was received in Wash- 
ington Oct. 6 and Col, House wrote 
in his diary that the general 
opinion was that the offer was a 
trap designed to catch Wilson in 
a “negotiated peace” which would 
save Germany from defeat. 

In the Senate Senator Lodge of 
Massachusetts suggested that an 
armistice would mean the loss of 
the war. Other Senators and 
many newspapers agreed, 

Wilson with the help of House 
drafted a stern reply, among other 
things demanding immediate with- 
drawal of all troops of the Central 
powers from all invaded territory. 
The Germans accepted the Wil- 
sonian terms but haggled over the 
evacuation demand by assuming 
that a mixed commission would 
settle this issue. This point, said 
House, was the German trap. 

“If the President agreed to sus- 
pend hostilities while the mixed 
commission debated the conditions 
of evacuation,” House says in his 
“Intimate Papers,” Ludendorff 
would have time to withdraw his 
armies and escape the devastating 
pressure of Foch. The snare was 
laid in full view; even American 
inexperience in European diploma- 
cy was not deceived.” 

Severe Reply to Germany. 

Wilson replied Oct. 14 in severe 
language. According to House, Wil- 
son believed that “if Germany was 
beaten, she would accept any 
terms, If she was not beaten, he 
did not wish to make terms with 
her.” This note did not call for 
“unconditional surrender” but it 
caused consternation among the 
German high command. Luden- 
dorff, brought to Berlin for his ad- 
vice, asked for military reinforce- 
ments, 

“Before accepting the conditions 
of this note, which are too severe,” 
he told the Government, “we 
should say to the enemy: Win such 
terms by fighting for them. ... I 
believe now as before, that if it is 
in any way possible, we must bring 
about negotiations for an armis- 
tice. But we should only enter 
upon such armistice negotiations 
as will permit an orderly evacua- 
tion of. the country—consequently 
a respite of at least two or three 
months. Further we should not 
accept any conditions that would 
appear to make the resumption of 
hostilities impossible. That this is 
the intention, we cannot fail to see 
from the note, The terma are 
meant to put us out of the fight 
..« We should not break off with 
Wilson too abruptly. On the con- 
trary, say: Just tell us, what are 
we to do anyway? If you demand 
anything that is contrary to our 
national honor, if you want to ren- 


in the light of wild fluctuations in 
the theory as to its combat em- 
ployment whjch have taken place 
during the last four years. The 
world was stunned and hypnotized 
by the rapid ease with which the 
new German ground-air team 
crushed Poland and then sliced 
France into ribbons. The military 
tradition of the Reich is that of 
the Prussian Army. Aijirplanes 
were used in the blitzkrieg as an 
adjunct of ground forces. They 
were regarded, in particular, ag ex- 
tended artillery. 
A revulsion which went so far 
as to question the validity of air 
power itself came with the defeat 
of the Luftwaffe in the Battle of 
Britain. The Royal Air Force was 
numerically inferior, but it had de- 
veloped as an independent arm, 
with no inhibitions as to land or 
naval control. A small air-mind- 
ed fleet conquered a larger 
one which was ground-minded. Be- 
fore relinquishing the enterprise 
entirely, Goering’s airmen were 
compelled by their losses to give 
up daylight bombing and resort to 
indiscriminate “terror” Pg by 
night. These were dri home 
with devastating ruthlessness, but 
failed to strike Britain to its 
knees, or even to impair materially 
its industrial production. 

German Concept at Its Worst. 

The German conception of air 
power was seen at its worst during 
the British advance across Cyre- 
naica in June, 1940, under Gen. 
Wavell. The R. A. F. was able to 
oppose only a handful of obsolete 
planes to a large and modern 
Italian air fleet. But the latter 


was under direct control of the 
ground forces, subject to call by 
local commanders. As a result, it 
was split up into “penny packets,” 
which the R. A, F., operating as a 
true air force in concentrated 
mass, was able to destroy in de 
tail. The enemy lost some 1100 
aircraft, and Mussolini’s vaunted 
sky armada suffered a blow from 
which it never recuperated. 

After the German drive to El 
Alamein, the British in turn were 
compelled to restudy the entire 
problem of air power technique. 
The R. A. F., now grown in size 
and in modern planes, generally 
held superiority over the Luft- 
waffe, and was credited with a 
large share in halting Rommel and 
saving the British Army from an- 
nihilation. But ability ‘to shoot 
enemy craft out of the skies was 
found to be no longer enough. 

trowth of “Air Co-operation.” 

Air Vice-Marshal Coningham, 
then commanding R. A. F. units 
in the Western desert, took over 
che American notion of bombing 
enemy installations far in the rear. 
He also accepted the German “tac- 
tical” doctrine of using air power 
to attack enemy surface forces at 
and near the line of battle con- 
tact—but with an important dif- 
ference, 

The Nazis practiced “air sup- 
port” of ground forces. Coning- 
ham changed this to “air co-opera- 
tion.” Even while fighting in part- 
nership with foot troops, the R. A. 
F. remained essentially an inde- 
pendent organization, operating as 
a whole under an air commander. 

How the plan worked has been 
related by Brig. Gen. Laurence §S. 
Kuter, who served as Coningham’s 
deputy in command of American 
fighter and bomber units. 

“In a tent camp,” says Gen. Ku- 
ter, “the air and ground command- 
ers, Marshal Coningham and Gen. 
Alexander, lived side by side in in- 
timate daily communication, They 
ate at the same mess. They 
planned and operated together on 
equal terms. Gen. Alexander 
moved his ground units steadily 
forward to capture and protect air 
fields. 

“Marshal Coningham’s effort had 
two phases. The first was the re- 
duction of hostile air force to prac- 
tical impotence. The second was 
throwing the fyll weight of his air 
forca against the enemy army. 
Thus Tunisia was conquered.”

Wilson’s Terms Accepted. 


Prince Max decided to accept 
the Wilsonian terms, telling Lud- 
endorff that if they were not ac- 
cepted the Allies could invade 
Germany and lay waste to the 
whole country, 


Thus was the ground prepared 
for the armistice, but between that 
time and Nov. 11, Turkey surren- 
dered on board the British ship 
Agamemnon on Oct. 30, Austria- 
Hungary made a separate peace on 
Nov. 3; there was mutiny among 
the German sailors at Kiel Nov. 4, 
and by Nov. 7 northwestern Ger- 
many was in the hands of revolu- 
tionists, and the Communist leader 
Eisner had proclaimed Bavaria a 
republic, By Nov. 9 the revolution 
had reached Berlin and the ques- 
tion was whether the Bolshevist. 
groups, which had started the revo- 
lution, would be able to organize a 
government of “Workers’ and Sol- 
diers’ Councils,” along Soviet lines, 
or the Social Democrats would 
have sufficient influence to set up 
a constituent assembly on consti- 
tutional lines. 


The surrenders of Bulgaria, Tur- 
key and Austria have been com- 
pared with the recent uncondition- 
al surrender of Italy. Better terms 
were given Austria than were, of- 
fered Germany but Clemenceau ob- 
served: 

“We have left the breeches of the 
Emperor but nothing else.” 


saying that “as soon as Austria is 
out, Germany will capitulate at 
once,” 


Internal Conditions Not Same, 


Political conditions inside Ger- 
many, as we know them, are now 
far different than they were in 
1918. The press, though censored 
and .curbed, retained considerable 
freedom of expression on political 
issues; trade unions were strong; 
political parties, especially those 
with socialistic tenets,. were al- 
lowed to meet and issue propa- 
ganda, There was no Himmler, 
and no machine guns at strategic 
street intersections to be turned on 
a rebellious populace; no indoctrin- 
ation of the young people, begin 
ning at the cradle, and no block- 
by-block domestic espionage.

An Adventure in Rome 


Boyhood in Missouri Prepared General for Mission Behind Enemy Lines

KEYTESVILLE, Mo., Sept. 25. 
RIG. GEN. MAXWELL DAV- 
ENPORT TAYLOR of Mis- 
souri, one of the two United 

States Army officers who slipped 
into. Rome past Nazis noses re- 


cently and negotiated with Mar-., : 


shall Pietro Badoglio regarding 
Italy’s surrender, first learned how 
to get around in enemy country 
from his grandfather, a Confed~- 
erate veteran. 


That was while the present 
Brigadier General was a small boy 
spending his summers near Keytes- 
ville, on the farm of his maternal 
grandparents, Milton T. Davenport. 
Gen. Taylor was born in Keytes- 
ville, but his parents moved to 
Kansas‘ City when he was about a 
year old. 


During the summers, young 
Maxwell's chief delight was in lis- 
tening to his grandfather relate 
how he, as a.member of Gen. Joe 
Shelby’s cavalry, used to come 
from Arkansas through the Fed- 
eral Army’s lines into Missouri 
and assemble recruits for the Con- 
federate forces. 


Influenced by these stories, the 
boy resolved when he was only 
four years old to go to West Point, 
and become a soldier like grandpa. 
And that is exactly what he did. 


Maxwell had to change one 
phase of his early military plans, 
however. He had intended to be 
a Confederate soldier. His grand- 
father’s stories had made him a 
believer in the lost cause, and his 
family used to call the boy, “the 
last rebel.” 


A few years later Maxwell was 
leading his classes in grade and 
high school. He finished fourth 
scholastically in the West Point 
class of 1922. Gen. Taylor is a 
brilliant student, of languages, 
which accounts for his being 
chosen for the perilous trip to 
Rome at a crucial moment in the 
campaign in the Mediterranean.

N only child of John E. M. 
Taylor and Mrs. Pearl Daven- 
port Taylor, Gen. Taylor was 
born Aug. 25, 1901, at the home of 
his paternal grandfather, Artemus 
‘Taylor. His grandfather came 
from Kentucky to Keytesville as 
a tobacco buyer, and his home 
stood beside the old tobacco barn 
at the Keytesville railroad station. 

After the family moved to Kan- 
sas City, his father joinetl the 
legal department of the Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas Railroad. His 
parents moved to Oklahoma City 
several years ago. 

While he was growing up, Max- 
well spent each summer on the 
farm near Keytesville, a town of 


800 persons and the county. seat | 


of Chariton County, 
northwest of St. Louis. 

An aunt, Mrs. Frank Taylor, who 
still lives here, recalled that one 
of Maxwell’s early accomplish- 
ments on the farm was learning 
to swim, at the age of 8, in the 
calf pond in the pasture lot ad- 
joining the house. His bathing was 
supervised by a woman servant, 
who stood by to pull him out of 
the mud, if he got stuck. 

He learned to ride here also, on 
“Old Charley,” an ancient horse 
of 27 summers, Maxwell was a 
quiet boy who seldom caused his 
elders grief, with one notable ex- 
ception when he and his cousin, 
Ione Taylor, decided to play In- 
dian. They removed all of the 
family’s blankets, carefully cleaned 
and stored for the summer, and 
used them to construct wigwams 
all over the orchard: 

Gen. Taylor has been a : great 
reader ever since he was a small 
boy, and his reading has run the 
gamut of literature from “The 
Littlest Rebel” and “The Bear 
Hunters” to the most difficult vol- 
umes on modern warfare.

Engineers. 

Since’ then he has served in 
Hawaii, Fort Sam Houston, Tex., 
in South America, and studied lan- 
guages in Japan and France.

Corps to Field Artillery in 1926, 
and for five years was an instruc- 
tor of French and Spanish at West 
Point. He served for a time as 
military attache at Pekin, China, 
and is a graduate of the General 
Staff School, Fort Leavenworth, 
Kan., and the Army War College, 


_ Washington. 


Gen. Taylor was married in 1924 
to Miss Lydia Happer of Wash- 
ington, D. C. They have two chil- 
dren, John Maxwell and Thomas 
Taylor, who live with their mother 
in Arlington, Va., while Gen. Tay- 
lor is on: duty abroad. 

Gen. Taylor is a devoted father, 
and has taught his: sons to speak 
in several languages. He is known 
to friends and relatives as a per- 
son who puts “every ounce of his 
strength and energy into whatever 
he does.” 

His mother, who still resides in 
Oklahoma City, told the writer she

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@ TAKE JOE, FOR EXAMPLE. In contrast to Elmer, he wears a 
tweed suit of conservative cut and pattern and his atiff eollar and 
dark necktie give him something of the appearance of an up and 
coming young bank clerk. For that matter, he may be. Like most 
of the other bouncers at the dance hall, Joe holds down a regular 
job during the day. He works in a downtown office and does bouncing 
just for the extra dough. He is married and has a little girl who 
just started to school this year. “I had to buy her about 50 dollars 
worth of clothes and stuff,” Joe explains, “and that’s when the extra 
dough I make here comes in handy.” 

Joe is six feet and three inches tall and weighs 230 pounds, which 
places him well above the minimum physical qualifications for a 
bouncer at Tune Town. A bouncer must be over six feet, weigh in 
proper proportion and be in good physical condition. 
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@ JOE BOUNCES TWO NIGHTS a week and sometimes three. On 
the nights he works he shows up at the dance hall, along with the rest 
of the bouncers, a half hour before the dancing starts. This is so 
he can inspect the customers as they come in to make sure they con- 
form to the rules of dress. The rules aren’t many but they are 
rigidly enforced. Men, for instance, must wear coats and neckties. 
Sport shirts are permissible in the summertime, but the collar must 
be worn on the outside of the coat collar. Just a matter of appear 
ance, Joe explains. 

The girls are not allowed to wear ankle socks, so the bouncers 
have to look at every girl’s ankles as she comes in. “A lot of them 
think we're giving them a speculative once over,” Joe laughs, “but 
it’s strictly business.” If a girl shows up in ankle socks she is sent 
to the dressing room to take them off. For some reason, unknown to 
Joe, the management thinks a completely bare leg looks more re 
spectable than a socked leg.

When the music starts the real work gets under way. Two 

of the bouncers work the tables which line both sides of the 

floor to see that no one is drinking whisky—no whisky is al- 

lowed in the place—and that the customers at the tables are 
conducting themselves properly. The other three work on 
the dance floor, one in the center and two near the side lines,

@ THE BOUNCERS MOVE around among the dancers at a fast walk, 
dodging in and out and behaving generally like well trained bird dogs 
at a field trial. The two things for which they are constantly on the 
alert—because they are the infractions which occur most frequently 
-—are whirling and breaking. A couple can whirl once, or maybe 
twice, Joe explains, but continued whirling is against the rules. Break- 
ing, for the benefit of those not hep to jitterbugging, means separating 
from your partner and executing a few double-jointed steps on your 
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own. The minute a couple’s fingertips part for so much as an inch 
they will find Joe or one of the other bouncers at their elbows, usher- 
ing them from the floor. 

- .For the first offense the couple is sentenced to spend the rest of 
that dance on the sidelines. For a second offense they have to stay 
on the sidelines through a couple of dances. For repeated offenses 
they are ushered gently but firmly out of the building.

@ JOE HAS BEEN BOUNCING for almost a year now, but has never 
had to get rough with a customer. This may be due in part to the 
psychological effect of his size and weight, but it is mostly due to the 
manner in which the ushers work. Rough stuff is strictly out. Joe's 
attitude toward the zoot-suiters is one of amused tolerance. They 
aren’t any worse than the more restrained type of citizen, he says, 
but they keep a bouncer on his toes. A zoot-suiter is invariably a 
jitterbug and to a jitterbug whirling and breaking are virtual neces- 
sities. Consequently they keep trying to get away with it every time 
they think the bouncers are looking the other way. Tuesday night, 
incidentally, ‘is the jitterbugs’ night out. Joe doesn’t know why but 
that’s the night they appear. One every Tuesday 90 per cent of the 
male attire will consist of zoot suits. 

When the dance is over, Joe and the other bouncers have to hang 
around until everyone, including Elmer, has departed. Joe usually 
gets to bed around two o'clock in the morning, which is why he 
only bounceg a couple of nights a week.

And Betty Smith's Two Little White Lies Turned Out to Be Nothing but the Truth.

NEW YORK, Sept. 25. 


ETTY SMITH has been play- 
B ing the literary slot-machine 
for a good many years with 
indifferent success, but with pub- 
lication last month of her first 
novel, “A Tree Grows in Brooklyn,” 


* she hit the jack-pot and no mis- 


take. A very few months ago 
there was near frustration, wound- 
ed pride and bitter self-acknowl- 
edgment that despite a bright be- 
ginning, she depended for liveli- 
hood on the sale of anonymous 
confession stories, a creditable but 
unprofitable output of one-act 
plays and employment in second- 
ary parts on stage or radio, 


‘Weep no more, my lady. The 
Brooklyn “Tree,” selected for dis- 
tribution to members of the Liter- 
ary Guild, has grown a gross sale 
thus far of about 250,000 copies 
and is certain to produce a huge 
bale of long, green leaves known 
familiarly to horticulturists as 
kale, cabbage or onion skins, equal- 
ly esteemed by connoisseurs in 
Brooklyn and Boston’s Back Bay. 
On the boughs are lucrative offers 
from Hollywood and New York 
theatrical producers. There are 
Magazine interviews, newspaper 
interviews, literary teas and lec 
ture invitations because little, ob- 
scure Betty Smith, child of that 
shabby neighborhood in Brooklyn, 
has become THE Miss Smith—you 
know, the one who wrote the book. 


Of her childhood, re-enacted by 
Francie Nolan in the novel with 
autobiographical accuracy in es- 
sential details (although many 
persons and events are fictitious), 
Betty writes with sentiment and 
sympathy, nearly convincing the 
reader, as she almost, believes, that 
Where ignorance is bliss it is folly 
to be wise. The pleasures of early 
poverty are usually pleasantly 
poignant in retrospect, and the 
longer the retrospect the greater 
the pleasure. Aside from inherent 
ambition and talent, it was not 
Betty’s childhood that led to her 
ultimate success. Almost every- 
one has a more or less interesting 
childhood, but the idea is to be 
able to write about it and that 
came much later to Miss Smith. 


To begin the story in the middle, 
Miss Smith completed four years 
in English, drama and journalism 
at the University of Michigan and 
three years at Yale Drama School, 
studying writing and the theater 
under direction of the celebrated 
George P. Baker. At Ann Arbor 
she won several scholastic prizes, 
including the coveted Avery Hop- 
wood Award, and later was recog- 
nized as one of Yale’s distinguished 
students of great promise. For 
those who are fond of repeating: 
“My life would make a book,” this 
is recommended as a good start 


‘in preparing to get it down on 


But that ain’t the half of it. 
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paper. 

ETTY quit school on complet- 
kK ing the primary grades and 
never did get back to high 
school. Her next class after eighth 
grade was when she entered Michi- 
gan as a special student. This 
trick was done without benefit of 
mirrors, such as private school or 
tutoring. But by the time the sa- 
cred but somewhat provincial por- 
tala of Michigan opened to her, 
she was a divorcee, mother of two 
children. At 18 she had married 
a Brooklynite, 20 at the time, who 
was a student in the Michigan 
School of Law. : 

Long before marriage and short- 
ly after terminating her unhappy 
grade school era, she had gone to 
work. In school she had not been 
considered particularly bright. Be- 
tween an active imagination that 
led to mischief-making, coupled 
with intervals of wool-gathering in 
the classroom, the little girl from 
across the tracks proved some- 
thing of a problem child in the 
mind of her teachers, frequently 
intolerant of youthful manifesta- 
tions of genius. It was with no 
regret on either side that she 
shook the dust scattered by the 
teachers of P. S. 49 from her worn- 
down heels and literally leaped in- 
to the world at 13 to make a liv- 
ing. Her father, a second or third 
rdte entertainer with a penchant 
for wine and song, was dead. 

Filing clerk, clipping bureau re- 
searcher, bargain basement clerk, 
florist’s helper (clipping stem, and 
withered petals), seed company 
sorter, finally a civil service job 
which her mother ended for rea- 
sons. she fails to recall—followed 
one on the other. She met the 
young law student when they took 
opposite sides in a debate at a 
settlement house. 

They were married but they 
didn’t live happily ever after. In 


e@bout three years they separated 


but not until Betty had won a 
State-wide contest for the best ap- 
ple pie and best chocolate layer 
cake recipe. Save that sentimental 
tear! It wasn’t because she loved 
domesticity that Betty had en- 
tered the contest, as she never 
used the recipe herself after she 
worked it out. It was too much 
trouble and she went back to the 
good, old standard short cuts. It 
was just that she was never able 
to remain happy by being num- 
bered one among many; her fear 
was the label of Mediocrity. 

“It was always that way even in 
elemental school,” she recalled. “I 
remember I always wanted to be 
up in front of the class. I wanted 
to.make the recitations and, above 
all, I wanted to be in the plays 


‘and performances. But I never 


. I used to learn all the pieces 
of the other kids, and then wait

and hope that something would 
happen to keep them from school 
and I could take theif place. 

“Once, on Washington's birthday, 
one of the girls failed to show up. 
I told the teacher I had memorized 
the verse she was to recite. I had 
my chance at last! When it was’ 
my turn, I gave the first line— 
and the second was gone. I muffed 
it completely, and never again will 
I ever suffer such shame and 
humiliation.” 

Betty and her children remained 
in Michigan after marital separa- 
tion. They were not happy years. 
Her love of the theater, her inter- 
est in life and desire to interpret 
it in writing led her into all sorts 
of unconventional situations. Leis- 
ure moments were given more to 
conversations with the lady who 
did the wash than with the wife 
of the bright young instructor 
across the way. People who knew 
her well were still saying, as they 
had when she followed her brother 
and his friends to the baseball lot 
in Brooklyn: “She'll be all right 
when she settles down.” But Betty 
didn’t want to settle down. She 
felt she had a date with destiny 
that she wanted to keep. 

So she found a way to get into 
the University of Michigan as a 
special student and began work in 
earnest. It wasn’t pleasant. She 
was in her twenties, which is no 
campus kid, had a pair of children, 
and the hangover of a decided 
Brooklyn accent, not exactly of the 
“toity-toid and toid street” stand- 
ard, but enough to establish her as 
a “foreigner” in Ann Arbor. 

Lack of attention from the local 
sorority sisters was _§atriking. 
Later, after she had established 
herself as a special] writer for N. 
E. A. Syndicate, was having a

column published regularly in the 
Detroit Free Press, and had been 
hailed by the faculty as having 
added nearly as much to the Uni- 
versity's fame as Tubby Hesington, 
the band’s drum major, she re- 
ceived a “bid” to one of the select 
societies, but somehow or other 
neglected to answer it. Revenge is 
as unholy as stolen apples but just 
as sweet. She remained for post- 
graduate work before entering 
Yale to complete her academic edu-

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OR three years at New Haven, 
Fisne prepared herself for the 

stage, studying acting, costume 
and stage designing and writing. 
These times were brighter, and she 
found happiness in working with 
serious-minded students, who, like 
herself, had determined they would 
avoid the badge of mediocrity even 
if they became distinguished as the 
worst in their chosen field rather 
than among the best.

about to explode into a battle over 
the divorce laws of two states, 
Nevada and New Jersgy. <Appar- 
ently without making suitable 
financial arrangements for Jim- 
my’s future, Doris plans to get a 
Reno divorce when she is good and 
ready. Nevada attorneys say it 
will be valid no matter what hap- 
pens in New Jersey. 


Jimmy, in a surprise action, has 
sued for a limited divorce in New 
Jersey, charging desertion. Such 
a divorce would prevent either 
party from marrying again. It 
would also protect Jimmy’s rights 
as a husband in the Duke estate 
in the event Doris predeceases him. 

Jimmy, strange as it seems for 
a stepson of the late Edward T. 
Stotesbury, hasn’t a fortune to call 
his own. However, he may have 
something almost as good. In a re- 
cent decision in the New Jersey 
Chancery Court at Elizabeth, Reno 
divorces obtained by wives or hus- 
bands who live in Nevada just long 
enough to establish legal residence 
were held invalid.

Cromwell, became accustomed to 
after their mother married Stotes- 
bury. And now Cromwell's prob- 
lems are complicated by the dwin- 
dling of the Stotesbury millions. 

Eva Stotesbury once observed 
jokingly: 

“The best and most profiteble 
financial transaction I ever com- 
pleted was to marry my dear hus- 
band.” 
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HE has never commented on 

what that marriage, happy for 26 

years, did for her dear children. 
For a quarter of a century they 
rode gaily on the wheel of Stotes- 
bury’s fortune, oblivious to the fact 
that it might some day stop. 

Until their teens these three 
Cromwells were raised. carefully, 
comfortably, and with an eye to 
the future. They had inherited 
small fortunes from their great- 
grandfather, John Cromwell. Their 
father, Oliver Eaton Cromwell, a 
broker-lawyer, was prominent and 
successful. 

Consequently, the Cromwells 
Were acquainted with ease and 
comfort, if not with luxury. They 
had homes in Rye, N. Y., Washing- 
ton, D. C., and New Hampshire. 
Then the bottom seemed to fall out 
of their lives. Cromwell died in 
1911, after 21 years of marriage. 

On Jan. 18, 1912, Lucretia (Eva) 


‘Roberts Cromwell made her second 


marriage. Edward T. Stotesbury 
was 63, twenty years her senior. 
He had been a widower for 31 
years. He was a Morgan partner, 
a self-made man of power and 
millions, 

The wedding, at the Cromwell 
summer home in New Hampshire, 
was attended by the President and 
Mrs. Taft and the J. P. Morgans. 
The bridal gown was “white velvet 
trimmed with bands of Russian 
sable and old English point lace.” 
The going-away gown of gray silk 
“was covered by a long Russian 
sable coat lined with white satin 
brocade and lace frills.” 

Tony Cromwell, then in his early 
20s, gave his mother away. The 
bridegroom gave her $3,000,000 and 
a collection of jewels which in- 
cluded strands of pearls and a dia- 
mond tiara. 

Philadelphia got its first glimpse 
of Mrs. Stotesbury at the opera a 
month later—and Mrs. Stotesbury 
stole the show from the opera. 

Her gown was of white satin un- 
der silver net and crystal spangles. 
There were diamonds in her hair, 
in her ears, and around her neck. 
Her cloak was purple velvet. Her 
husband, painfully proud of her, 
sat at the back of their box so that 
the audience could see her alone in 
her beauty. 

It was whispered that she was 
“too dressy, too dramatic.” But 
Philadelphia society accepted her— 
and her husband's money. 

In time, Stotesbury built White- 
marsh Hall, a $2,000,000 granite 
and limestone palace of 147 rooms, 
as a fitting setting for his beauti- 
ful wife. 

The transfer from comfort to 
magnificence came easily to the 
young Cromwells. Incidentally, 
they were never thereafter called 
the children of the late Oliver E. 
Cromwell, They were always “the 
stepchildren of E. T.. Stotesbury, 
Philadelphia multi-millionaire.” 

Stotesbury’s own daughters were 


grown up, and he was exceedingly 
fond of his new family. He put 
each young person on a large al- 
lowance and made each feel that 
the world was his oyster. He 
meant well, of course. 

His stepdaughter, Louise, was 
probably least affected by her 
mother’s second marriage, the 
splendor of Stotesbury way of life, 
and the eventual melting away of 
Stotesbury wealth. 


There came a time when she 
was described as a willful, dissatis- 
fied thrice-wed woman with more 
money and power than was good 
for her. But she has outgrown 
that description. 


Today, in a small house in 
Georgetown, with one visiting 
maid, she is making a real effort 
to simplify her life. She decorated 
the place herself, even stitched up 
some of the curtains, 


Fortunately for her, each of her 
three husbands insisted upon con- 
tributing to her support instead of 
allowing the Stotesburys to sup- 
port them. 


Her marriage to the first, Walter 
L. Brooks of Baltimore, ended two 
years after the Stotesburys built 
them a $1,000,000 mansion, Rain- 
bow. Hill, at Green Spring Valley, 
Md. This estate has long since 
been sold. 

The second, Douglas MacArthur, 
now a four-star general and war 
hero, refused to let Loulse divert 
his course from battleground to 
ballroom, 


The third—from whom her 4di-. 


vorce is not yet final—Lionel At- 
will, insisted on working at his act- 
ing profession in Hollywood. 

Of the three Cromwell children, 
Jimmy undoubtedly has enjoyed 
more movie-style luxury than 
either Tony or Louise. 

In the first place, he, being the 
youngest, spent more time amid 
the Stotesbury magnificence than 
did his brother or sister. In the 
second, both his wives were rich. 

x « * 

S a 16-year-old schoolboy he 
A received an allowance of about 

$50 a week from his step- 
father. If he saved any of it— 
which he usually did — Stotesbury 
gave the lad a present, an amount 
equal to the sum he had saved. 

By the time he entered the 
Wharton School of Finance of the 
University of Pennsylvania, young 
Cromwell’s annual allowance was 
$6000—something over $100 a week. 

At 23 he was ready for mar- 
riage. The lady he chose in 1923 
to be his first wife was Delphine 
Dodge, only daughter of Horace 
Dodge, automobile manufacturer. 
The year she married, Horace 
Dodge died, leaving the income 
from 40 million dollars to his 
widow, now Mrs. Hugh Dillman. 

Jimmy didn’t shirk work. Be- 
fore his marriage he had been a 
clerk in Drexel & Co. After Del- 
phine became Mrs. Cromwell, 
Jimmy was made a vice-president 
of the Peerless Motor Car Co. in 
Cleveland. 

Although the job may have been 
a sinecure, Jimmy is credited with 
selling Dodge Motors for 160 mil- 
lion dollars. It resulted in a nice 
commission—the first large sum 
that a Cromwell child had actually

earned: Stotesbury was very proud 
of his stepson, 


But Jimmy's next badtaces ven- 
ture was not so successful. 
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ITH his mother, and a number 
W « other rich investors, he 

plunged into the Florida real 
estate boom. He was in the middle 
of the 1925 crash. His mother 
lost $1,250,000. Jimmy lost the 
fortune left him by the Cromwells, 
the money he had saved from 
Stotesbury’s gifts, and the money 
he had earned. The firm with 
which he was associated went into 
bankruptcy for six million dollars. 
For years thereafter Jimmy was 
on the receiving end of suits from 
former stockholders. 


None of this cramped his style 
of living. After he and Delphine 
decided to go their separate ways 
in 1929, Cromwell rejoined the 
Stotesburys. For a time he and 
Delphine engaged in a_ spirited 
battle over the custody of their 
child, Christine. Suddenly Jimmy 
dropped the fight. Delphine took 
the child and Jimmy’s lawyers took 
the opportunity to say that Crom- 
well had received no financial set- 
tlement in exchange for his de- 
cision, 


By this time Jimmy and Doris 
Duke had fallen in love with each 
other. They had met at Bar Har- 
bor in 1929, and Doris’ mother, 
Mrs, James B. Duke, did her best 
to break up the romance. How- 
ever, Mrs. Duke looked with dis- 
favor on all suitors and called 
them “fortune hunters.” She took 
Doris to Europe; Jimmy followed. 


Doris’ fortune was in the Stotes- 
bury class. From her father, the 
late James Buchanan Duke, she 
had inherited millions. Her first 
share, between $12,000,000 and $18,- 
000,000, came into her possession 
in 1933, her second in 1937, and her 
third in 1942. 


Although it took some time to 
win over Mrs. Duke, she finally 
consented, Doris became Mrs. 
Cromwell in 1935. She was 22; he 
was 38. 


The honeymoon of the Jimmy 
ree was as grand as that of 
the E. Stotesburys had been 23 
years oa Up to that time, 
Doris, thanks to her mother’s 
teaching, had been  ultra-thrifty. 
Jimmy taught her how to spend 
money. 


Jimmy and Doris went around 
the world. They bought more than 
$30,000 worth of souvenirs. They 
ordered a $50,000 yacht, a $15,000 
cabriolet, a $500,000 home in Hono- 
lulu. When they returned to the 
Duke estate in Somerville, N. J.,

se Cromwells began to give par- 
ties, 

But life was not all fun and 
games for Jimmy. He held an ex- 
ecutive position in the advertising 
firm of H. R. Doughty & Associ- 
ates, and he wrote three books, 
“Sound Money,” 
Young America,” and “In Defense 
of Capitalism.” The urge to get 
into politics and the desire to do 
good for his fellow man grew with- 
in him, 

Jimmy was the only one of the 
Cromwells who was unaffected, 
financially, by the death of his 
stepfather. 


There were immediate‘ rumors 

that he would leave only thou- 
sands, not millions, although he 
submitted a taxable property re- 
turn of $3,559,045 for the year 1936. 
The rumor mongers were partly 
correct, 

Stotesbury left a personal estate 
of $10,434,048. Federal. and atate 
taxes ran about $5,000,000. This 
left about $5,000,000 in addition to 
his estate in®Philadelphia and his 
homes in Maine and Florida. 

He directed that Mrs. Stotesbury 
have the use of the homes for life. 
If they are sold, however, the sums 
received are to be divided among 
the heirs, including his wife; a 
daughter by his first marriage, 
Mrs, J. Kearsley Mitchell, and 
three grandchildren, Edward 
Hutchinson, Frances Hutchinson 
Baird, and Nathalie Hutchinson 
Tyson, who are the children of an- 
other daughter, the late Mrs. Sid- 
ney Hutchinson. 

Mrs. Stotesbury and Mrs. Mitch- 
ell received $100,000 each outright 
—the grandchildren got $25,000 
each. The will provided that the 
income from the $5,000,000 residue 
should pay for the maintenance of 
the Philadelphia home and that the 
remainder should be _ split—one 
part to the widow, one to the 
daughter, and the rest to the three 
grandchildren. 

This provided a tidy. little sum 
for each, but it was, of course, only 
a drop in the buckets of money 
Mrs. Stotesbury had been accus- 
tomed to spend. She immediately 
began to curtail her expenditures

—for example, Tony’s allowance 
is now down to $6000 a year—and 
to unload her real estate holdings. 

Both his mother and sister, as 
well as his wife, have done their 
best to promote Jimmy’s political

For Jimmy’s sake, Louise fre- 
quently entertained Washington's 
high and mighty at dinners and 
cocktail parties. She began to be 
recognized as something of a po- 
litical power because of the people 
she could bring together and the 
might meet at 
her parties. 

For a time she conducted a radio 
program broadcasting dinner par- 
ties directly from her home, She 
has an excellent radio voice. But 
the program failed when promi- 
nent guests objected to making ex- 
temporaneous speeches on the air. 

Now Louise writes a column for 
News-Digest every month. 

Doris remained at Cromwell's 
side during the five months in 
1940—January to May—that he 
served as United States Minister 
to Canada. Then she left him for 
Honolulu, where she wished their 
first child to be born. The baby 
arrived prematurely in July, and 
did not live, 

After the November, 1940, elec- 
tions, when Jimmy lost his race 
for a Senate seat, he announced 
that he and his wife had separated 
in July. 

Neither seemed in any hurry to 
divorce the other. 
for Nevada this summer and 
bought a house there, it was an- 
nounced that she was seeking ref- 
uge from high state taxes. She 
might, it was added, sue for di- 
vorce eventually. 

Jimmy’s New Jersey suit came 
as a shock all around, particularly 
since, if he wins, it will protect his 
interest in the Duke estate and 
prevent either of them from re- 
marrying. 

For one society columnist insists 
that Cromwell is interested in 
Cristina Bourbon Patino, daughter- 
in-law of Simon Patino, tin-plate 
king. And West Coast reporters 
say that since she took up resi- 
dence in Nevada, Doris has made 
three trips to Santa Barbara. Her 
escort there has been Errol Flynn.

OOKING in the State of Maine 

was originally influenced by 

limited transportation facilities. 
That restricted native cooking to 
the meats from its forests, the fish 
from its lakes and streams and 
the ocean alongside, and to the 
grains and vegetables and fruits 
from its fields and orchards, But 
all of these were of excellent qual- 
ity and presented quite an array 
of good things to eat. 

Over all of this, the predomi- 
mance of outdoor life in the keen 
and bracing Maine climate made 
for hearty appetites and a keen 
relish in the sturdy, home cooked 
meals.

Set on two small 
sticks of wood in a pan to help 
drainage. Cover with a wet cloth 
and plate. Each morning and noon 
fill the pot with clear water and 
at night use the lime water, which 
prevents moulding. Drain thor- 
oughly each time. In three or four 
days your beans will be ready to 
cook, Use both beans and sprouts. 

Soybean Creole. | 

Two tablespoons shortening, one- 
half cup chopped celery, two table- 
spoons onion, two tablespoons 
green pepper, two tablespoons all- 
purpose flour, one and one-half 
cups cooked tomatoes, one-fourth 
teaspoon sugar, three-fourths tea- 
spoon salt, three-fourths cup 
sprouted soybeans, one bay leaf, 
four whole cloves. 

Melt shortening in a saucepan; 
add celery, onion and green pepper, 
cover and simmer for 10 minutes. 
Blend the flour with these vege- 
tables and gradually add the toma- 
toes and cook until mixture boils 
and thickens, stirring constantly. 


Add the sugar, salt and sprouted 
beans, cover and simmer for 15 
minutes, Add the bay leaf and 
cloves during the last three min- 
utes of cooking, but remove before 
serving. Serve as a separate vege- 
table or over hot rice or toast.

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Off the Records

HE recently concluded agree- 

ment between Decca Records, 

Inc, and the American Federa- 
tion of Musicians breaks the long 
deadlock in the recording industry 
and opens the way for a general 
resumption of recording activities. 
At the moment of course, only one 
company is committed and until 
the two big organizations, which 
are responsible for the recording 
of most of the serious music have 
signed up, new issues will have to 
come out of the rapidly diminish- 
ing reserves, 


It appears however, that all of 
the companies involved have ap- 
proved an important new prin- 
ciple, which forms the basis of the 
Decca contract. This principle calls 
for the payment not only of flat 
fees for services rendered to the 
musicians making the records but 
also a share in the royalties. The 
companies that are still holding 
out do not object to paying these 
royalties but refuse to pay them 
directly into the coffers of the 
musicians’ union.

THE GENERAL COUNSEL for 
the six transcription companies 
who have refused thus far to enter 
into this contract, says such a 
method would only create a 
“slush fund” whose use could in no 
wise be restricted. The Union of- 
ficials, on the other hand, say that 
the money would be used to aid 
such union members as have been 
the victims of technological unem- 
ployment. If the Union’s purpose 
is to turn these monies into a fund 
for the unemployed, it can accom- 
plish that purpose by allowing the 
royalties to be paid directly to the 
musicians and by recovering same 
through assessments. Presumably 
the recording companies would not 
object to this. In any case, the 
dispute seems to have reached the 
point where there is a chance of 
an ultimate all-around agreement.

THOUGH SIR THOMAS 
was not mentioned in 
any of the news dispatches, it was 
he who first suggested the idea of 
royalties for the recording 
musicians. In his opinion, such an 
arrangement would create not only 
a fund large enough for benefit 
payments to the unemployed, but 
would also make possible the 
founding of new orchestras by the 
union itself. As a matter of fact, 
if a sufficient number of new pro- 
fessional organizations were 
brought into existence, unemploy- 
ment might be eliminated. 


Certainly the musicians who are 
now idle would prefer employ- 
ment to the dole. It is to be 
hoped that Mr. Petrillo and his as- 
sociates will give serious consider- 
ation to this phase of Sir Thomas’ 
suggestion. 
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TELEMANN: Don _ Quichotte 
Suite. In his day, Georg Philipp 
Telemann was regarded as the 
most ‘distinguished musician in 
Germany. At one time in his 
career, he was offered the post of 
eantor at St. Thomas Church, 
Leipsig. He declined, for reasons 
of his own, and the position was 
then given to Johann Sebastian 
Bach. It must not be assumed 
from this that the musical public 
was wholly insensitive, for. Tele- 
mann was certainly a composer of 
great originality and skill. 


Evidence of this fact may be 
found in the “Don Quichotte Suite” 
(Victor, 2 records), which was re- 
corded last year by the Arthur 
Fiedler Sinfonietta and has just 
been released to the public. Tele- 
mann's “Don Quichotte” has none 
of the descriptive versatility of the 
subsequent Strauss version.  In- 
deed, nothing of the sort was at- 
tempted. The scoring however is 
charming and ingenious, with in- 
teresting rhythmic patterns, ef- 
fective harmonies and light, fluent 
melodies. 


Scoring is for string orchestra 
and harpsichord. The perform- 
ance is excellent.

BEETHOVEN: Moonlight 
Sonata. : 

Rudolf Serkin is the _ record- 
ing artist for this most fa- 
mous and most abused of all the 
Beethoven piano sonatas (Colum- 
bia, 2 records). The slow move- 
ment is handled with admirable 
tranquility, but Serkin’s particular 
type of pianistic eloquence finds 
its best opportunity in the presto 
agitato.

WEBER: Concertstuck. 

The false poetics and artificial 
excitement of the “Concertstuck” 
make any merely adequate per- 
formance of it seem a \little 
hackneyed. Despite his great 
gifts, Robert Casadesus does not 
completely override these handi- 
caps in this newly recorded version 
(Columbia, 2 records). Neverthe- 
less, he plays with sensitivity and 
appropriately applied dramatic 
fire. It is, in brief, a mature per- 
formance. 


Mr. Casadesus is assisted by a 
symphony orchestra under the di- 
rection of Eugene Bigot. The 
records have considerable surface 
noise but this is reduced after two

Anti-Frost Tactics Help 


UCCESS against the first at- 
tack of Old Man Winter may 
& give us several weeks of good 
growing frost-free weather before 
we have to call quits to our 1943 
garden campaign. You will want 
to know the frost signs to watch 
for, warnings that the enemy may 
attempt to sneak into the garden 
in the dark of the night. 

Newspaper and radio reports will 
warn us when frost is to be ex- 
pected, but being your own weath- 
er man is a wise extra precaution. 
First of all, you will want an ac- 
curate thermometer outside a con- 
venient window or door. Always, 
on clear, windless nights now, 
glance at that thermometer be- 
tween 8:30 and 9 in the evening. 
Forty-five degrees or below is a 
danger signal—a call to get ready 
right away for some outside work. 
If a breezes comes up or clouds 
develop amd the sky becomes over- 
cast, you can go back to your com- 
fortable chair. Winds prevent the 
cold air from settling on the 
ground and clouds act like a 
blanket to keep the day-warmed 
air close to the earth. 

For frost withstanding quality, 
vegetables can be divided into 
three groups. There are the deli- 
cate, the healthy -and the really 
hardy ones. Bush, pole and lima 
beans, tomatoes, eggplant, all the 
curcubits including melons, squash 
and cucumbers, peppers, okra, 
white and sweet potatoes and corn, 
can't “take it.” 


a ee 

Beans must be picked before 
frost. A good plan with corn is 
to cut the stalks and stand them 
in “shocks” like field cofn late in 
the afternoon when frost seems 
likely to come during the night. 
Many of the immature ears will 
develop to tasty condition and 
those ready for the table at the 
time of “shocking,” will keep their 
good eating qualities for some 
days. Gather the melons, cucum- 
bers and eggplants before frost. If 
the enemy manages a sneak at- 
tack, the next best tactic is to 
shield the fruits in the early 
morning. Several layers of news- 
paper will do the job. Leave the 
coverings on for a few hours and 
then let the fruits dry off before 
you gather them, handling them 
carefully. I hope you have ar- 
ranged a cool, dry storage space 
so that you can be sure of several 
weeks of safe keeping for your 
precious harvest, 

Pull up the tomato plants before 
frost and hang the plants upside 
down in a cool dry place in your 
cellar or garage. Most of the larg- 
er tomatoes will slowly ripen and 
you can make delicious green to- 
mato pickles and preserves of the 
small ones that should: be cut off. 
Tomatoes with just a trace of pink 
may be laid on indoor window sills 
or a protected porch, or wrapped 
in paper and packed in shallow 
boxes for delayed ripening. Treat 
the okra as you do the tomato 
plants. ; : 

It is best to cut peppers from 
the plants leaving as much stem 
as possible. Pack them carefully 
in a chip basket or ventilated crate 
and keep them in a cool dry place 
and they'll be good eating for 
months. 


& *®* ®@- 

That takes care of the “delicate” 
crop. For the healthy and hardy 
vegetables, there are three import- 
ant anti-frost tactics. I'll list the 
vegetables and then you can settle 
on your maneuvers according to 
what you have in your garden. 

Beets, broccoli, cabbage, chard, 
carrots, cauliflower, endice, kohl- 
rabi, radishes, turnips and ruta- 
baga can “take it” in spite of light 
or medium frosts. The hardy cam- 
paigners, brussels sprouts, winter- 
top onions, lettuce, leek, corn salad, 
kale, mustard greens, parsnips, 
salsify, spinach and winter rad- 
ishes, may be kept in production 
until winter is absolute dictator. 

Hoeing before frost is one of the 
valuable tactics. By turning up 
fresh damp earth, the air around 
the plants is kept moist. When the 


moisture condenses as dew, it is a 


good plant protector. 

Watering with a hose or an over- 
head sprinkler is even more ef-. 
fective than the hoeing. The mois- 
ture forms a sort of local “fog 
cloud” that blankets the plants 
against the encroaching cold air.

our protection campaign. Gather 
them up and make a few piles near 
the garden, covered over with old 
burlap sacks or newspaper and 
earth, so that the winds can’t blow 
them away. When frost threatens, 
scatter the leaves in thick layers 
along and between the garden 
rows, at least a few inches deep. 
Especially for lettuce and spinach, 
the leaf-covering is excellent in- 
surance to keep crispy salads com- 
ing to the table during the frosty 
weather. 

Maybe you are a salsify and 
parsnip enthusiast—I wasn’t until 
I had parsnips at a friend’s table 
in mid-winter, They tasted so good 
that I questioned her about them. 

“Dug from the garden this morn- 
ing,” she answered. I looked out 
on a snowy scene. 

“Didn’t you know,” she contin- 
ued, “parsnips and salsify are our 
winter treats? They get an extra 
sweetness and flavor by ‘winter- 
conditioning’ in the garden rows.” 

So, if you must, serve these veg- 
etables once or twice before win- 
ter sets in. But certainly save most 
of these crops for late winter 
meals, 


x * * 


Sweet potatoes should be dug 
just before frost withers the vines. 
Cool weather makes the plants 
store up sugars and starches—that 
means bigger and better sweet po- 
tatoes. Should the frost “pull a 
fast one,” get out early the next 
morning and cut off all the wilted 
vines at ground level. Otherwise, 
decay will quickly travel down 
into the tubers and taste and stor- 
ing qualities will be ruined. 


Digging sweet potatoes requires 
special care. Skin tears, scars or 
bruises all invite decay. And sweet 
potatoes are so easy to store that 
special care in the digging is espe- 
cially worth while. Don’t throw 
the potatoes into the basket. Sepa- 
rate them from the soil carefully 
and lay them rather gently into 
the basket. They want warm dry 
storing for the first two weeks 
after digging. <A place near the 
furnace is ideal. Then keep them 
cool and dry in your food storage 
closet; temperature from 40 to 45 
degrees is ideal, though a little 
higher won't hurt over a short 
time? 

Though the vines wither, pump- 
kins and winter squash won't be 
harmed by outdoor weather. I'm 
sure none of our harvests along 
these lines are so large they will 
not last beyond safe-keeping time 
out of doors. 

Now you have the tactics against 
the first “killing” frost and you 
can enjoy one of the keenest 
pleasures of gardening—to keep on 
eating from the garden rows long 
after “Old Man Winter” has 
started his campaign.
